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INTRODUCTION. 


THIS  part,  a  kalendar  to  the  first  fifty  pages  of  the  Register 
of  Godfrey  Giffard,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  1263 — 1301,  is  the 
beginning  of  a  great  undertaking  on  the  part  of  the  Worcester- 
shire Historical  Society,  which  will  be,  when  completed,  one  of  the 
most  valuable  contributions  ever  made  to  the  history  of  the  County, 
a  Kalendar  of  its  Diocesan  Registers.  This  may  seem  a  bold 
statement  to  make,  but  it  is  true,  and  its  truth  will  be  at  once  ad- 
mitted when  the  true  nature  of  these  documents  are  realised  and 
appreciated.  Bishop  Stubbs — and  upon  this  point  no  greater  au- 
thority could  be  quoted — in  speaking  of  Episcopal  registers  says  \ 
"  Every  Bishop  kept,  and  still  keeps,  a  register  of  all  his  official  acts. 
"  The  first  page  generally  contains  the  account  of  his  consecration 
"  or  appointment,  then  follow  the  bulls  and  other  privileges  which  he 
"  received  from  the  Popes.  The  bulk  of  each  volume  is  occupied 
"  with  the  records  of  institutions  to  benefices,  Acts  of  Consistory 
"  Courts,  lists  of  persons  ordained,  to  which  in  many  instances 
"  important  wills  arc  annexed.  This  may  be  considered  as  an 
"  adequate  description  of  the  general  run  of  registers.  There  are, 
"  however,  frequent  exceptions.  Those  of  Canterbury  and  York 
"  contain  proceedings  with  the  Sufiragan-s,  Records  of  Convocation 
"  and  Councils,  and  a  vast  number  of  letters  on  public  business. 
"  The  Register  of  William  of  Wykeham  is  the  model  of  the  record 
"  of  a  Statesman  Bishop  and  a  most  valuable  storehouse  of  notices 
"  of  public  interest,  summonses  to  Parliament  and  miscellaneous 
"  official  and  personal  acts.  Others  contain  copies  of  more  ancient 
"  documents  which  were  perishing  when  transcribed,  and  are 
"  now  lost." 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  account  that  what  are  called  Registers 
are  really  the  official  journals  of  the  Bishops  of  all  their  Epis- 
copal   acts   during   the   time   they   held    the   See.      To   these    are 
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added  for  the  sake  of  convenience  of  reference  copies  of  a  number 
of  documents  which   were  important   either  as  shewing  the   cause 
or  the  authority  for  any  action  of  the  Bishop,  or  from  their  nature 
as  affecting  the  Diocese.    Of  the  first  class  would  be  such  documents 
as  Papal  Bulls,  letters  of  the  Archbishop,  Royal  Letters,  writs,  &c. ; 
and  of  the  second,  accounts  of  legal  proceedings,  accounts  of  the 
election  of  heads  of  religious  houses,  accounts  of  visitations,  copies 
of  wills   and  deeds.     The   Diocesan    registers   may  be,    and    often 
are,  great  storehouses  of  information,  shewing  the  part  played  by 
one  of  the  great  persons  of  the  day  in  the  various  matters  con- 
nected with  Church  and  State.     They  are  thus  not  merely  a  record 
of  ecclesiastical  matters,  they  relate  to  civil  business  as  well.     To 
what  extent  greatly  depended  on  the  character  of  the  individual 
Bishop.     If  he  took  an  active  part  in  public  business  the  register 
contains  one  class  of  entries,  if  he  confined  himself  to  his  Diocese 
and    to    Diocesan    work    this    class    of    entries    disappears,    but    is 
replaced  by  those  of  a  local  nature ;   but  whether  it  was  one  or 
the   other,   the   registers   are   in    either    instance    most    important, 
as   being   the    only   contemporary   documents   that   have   survived 
to   us,   and   which   give   us    really   reliable   accounts   of  what   the 
Bishops  did. 

The    value    of   any    set    of   Diocesan    Registers    depends     on 
several    considerations,    chiefly    upon    their    antiquity    and    upon 
their  continuity.      A    register   here   and   there    over    a    series    of 
years  may  or  may   not   be  of  importance,  it   wholly  depends  on 
who   the   Bishop   was.      But   a   continuous   series    over  a   number 
of  years   cannot   fail   to    be   of    the   highest    importance   whoever 
were  the  Bishops,  and  whatever  part  they  took  in  public  life.     A 
series  of  registers  must  shew  the  gradual  change  of  manners  and 
customs,  the  growth  of  religious  opinions  and  beliefs,  the  changes 
of  fashion,   the   rise   and  fall  of  habits  and  ideas,  in  a  way  that 
nothing  else   that  we  now  have   can   possibly  do  ;    for    here,  and 
here  only,  we  have  the  record  of  what  each  individual  who  filled 
a  certain   position   did  for  a  series  of  years   in   a  particular  office 
both  in  times  of  peace  and  in  times  of  war,  in  times  of  quiet  and 
in  times  of  tumult. 

The  first  consideration  as  to  the  importance  of  the  Episcopal 
Registers  in  any  Diocese  is  therefore  their  antiquity  and  their  con- 
tinuity.    In  some  cases  the  antiquity  is  great;  in  several  dioceses 
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the  registers  date  from  the  thirteenth  century,  and  in  some  they 
are  practically  continuous  from  then  until  now.  These  are  the 
most  important  series.  Others  begin  later,  and  their  continuity  is 
less  perfect.  But  whatever  may  be  the  date  at  which  they  begin, 
whatever  the  breaks  in  the  chain  of  continuity,  all  registers  that 
have  come  down  to  us  are  valuable  as  being  almost  the  only 
contemporary  documents  that  have  escaped  the  storms  of  the 
Reformation  and  the  Rebellion,  and  are  often  the  only  record 
we  possess  of  the  events  they  relate. 

Worcester  occupies  a  good   place  both   in   antiquity  and  con- 
tinuity.    The  Registers  date  from  the  beginning  of  the  Episcopate 
of  Godfrey  Giffard,  the  42nd  Bishop,  and  in  1268,  with  two  excep- 
tions, are   complete  until  1570.     The  exceptions  are  first  in  1521. 
Julius  de  Medici,  nephew  of  Pope  Leo  X.,  was  appointed  to  the 
Sec,  but  he  resigned  the  following  year,  becoming  Archbishop  of 
Narbonne,  subsequently  became  Archbishop  of  Florence,  and  after- 
wards  Pope    Clement   VII.     The   other   exception    is  the  case   of 
Hooper.      He  was   appointed    Bishop  of  Gloucester  in    1551,  the 
diocese  having  been  divided  in  1541.     On  the  deprivation  of  Bishop 
Heath  in  1552,  Hooper  was  translated  to  Worcester  and  the  Bishop- 
rick  of  Gloucester  suppressed,  but  soon  after  it  was  restored,  and 
Hooper  was  made  Bishop  of  Worcester  and  Gloucester.     There  is 
no  register  of  Hooper's  at  Worcester,  but  it  is  possible  there  may 
be  at  Gloucester.     Hooper's  tenure  of  Worcester  was  only  two  years, 
1552  to  1554.     With  these  two  exceptions  the  Worcester  Registers 
are  complete  from   1268  to  the  present  day,  that  is,  there  are  re- 
gisters, or  fragments  of  registers,  for  each  of  the  Bishops  who  have 
occupied  the  See  during  that  period.     A  List  of  Bishops  and  the 
Registers  to  1570  is  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  introduction. 

To  shew  how  good  a  position  Worcester  occupies  the  following 
Table  has  been  made  out,  giving  the  English  pre-Reformation 
dioceses,  the  date  at  which  the  Register  begins,  the  number  of  bishops 
from  the  beginning  of  the  Registers  to  the  year  1540^  and  the  ap- 
proximate number  of  extant  registers.  It  also  gives  some  idea  as 
to  the  number  of  registers  and  their  continuity.  After  1540  the 
registers  of  most  of  the  Sees  are  fairly  complete.  The  detailed 
accuracy  of  the  Table  is  not  vouched  for,  as  it  is  a  very  difficult 
matter,  except  by  personal  inspection  of  the  registers  themselves, 
to  obtain  all  the  information  required.

In  determining  the  importance  of  a  register  it  is  not  enough  to 
entirely  rely  on  antiquity  or  continuity,  or  on  both.  There  are 
other  elements  to  be  considered  ;  then,  as  now,  there  were  Bishops 
and  Bishops.  Some  were  content  with  such  work  as  their  Diocese 
furnished,  others  disdained  to  confine  their  labours  to  any  limited 
locality,  but  took  a  part,  often  a  leading  part,  in  the  affairs  of 
Church  and  State^  essaying  to  control,  and  often  controlling,  the 
issues  of  peace  or  war.  It  is  obvious  that  the  Journals  of  the  latter 
must  contain  far  more,  and  be  historically  much  more  valuable,  than 
the  Journals  of  the  former. 

The  registers  furnish  another  source  of  interest.  Whether  they 
are  the  mere  details  of  Diocesan  work  or  the  record  of  the  political 
policy  of  the  day,  running  through  them  is  the  mark  of  the  Bishop's 
personality ;  we  get  some,  it  may  be  only  a  slight,  glimpse,  but  still 
a  glimpe  of  the  man,  his  character,  and  his  acts.  We  see  him 
as  he  really  was,  not  as  he  was  represented  to  have  been.  It  is 
impossible  to  follow  the  actions  of  a  man  over  a  series  of  years 
without  forming  some  idea  of  what  he  was ;  learning  something 
of  the  motives  for  his  acts,  something  of  his  character,  so  as  to  be 
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able  to  say  if  he  was  strong  or  weak,  wise  or  unwise.     His  indi- 
viduality appears  in  his  work,  and  his  work  speaks  to  us,  not  as 
plainly  as  it  spoke  to  his  contemporaries,  but  quite  as  truly.     We 
can  thus    see  and  form  our   own   opinion  on   his  acts  and  deeds. 
This  is  of  great  advantage  to  us,  for  of  the  personalities  of  most 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  English  Church  we  really  know  nothing  ;  their 
acts  and  deeds  have  been  so  misrepresented,  their   characters   so 
distorted  by  controversial  writers  that  we  are  mostly  ignorant  of 
what  the  men  really  were.     A  close  study  of  Archbishop  Peckham's 
Register  would  most  likely  disclose  to  us  that  the  subjugation  of 
the  Welsh  Church  was  not  so  tyrannical  as  is  usually  supposed. 
The  register  of  Stephen  Gardner  will  probably  shew  that  the  villain 
of  "The  Acts  and  Monuments  of  the  Church  "  was  one  of  the  ablest 
of  Tudor  statesmen.     The  registers  are  not  merely  valuable  as   a 
mode  for  resuscitating  lost  episcopal  reputations,  the  Bishops  do 
not  pass  before  us  in  them  as  Gray  makes  the  founders  of  Cam- 
bridge pass  before  us  each  with  some  apt  descriptive  epithet.     We 
see  them  as  in  fact  they  were.     We  know  them  for  better  or  worse. 
One  of  their  great   admirers   represents  them  as  asking  for  this, 
asking  that  in  return  for  all  the  work  they  had  done,  the  dangers 
they  had  encountered  for  the  sake  of  the  Church  and  the  good  of 
mankind,  there  should  be  no  apology,  no  panegyric,  merely  "  un 
recit  simple  et  exact ;  la  v6nt6,  rien  que  la  veritc  ;  la  justice,  rien  que 
la  justice  ;  que  ce  soit  la  notre  seule  vengeance^."    This  is  what  the 
registers   give   us.     They  enable  us  to  read  the  characters  of  the 
Bishops  by  the  light  of  their  own  records,  and  it  is  quite  possible 
that  read  in  that  light  we  may  reverse  the  judgment  of  the  past, 
not  only  as  to  reputed  sinners  but  also  as  to  reputed  saints.     Such 
are  some  of  the  reasons  that  make  the  publication  of  the  Bishops' 
Registers   so   very  important  not  only  for  local  but  also  for   na- 
tional history. 

Not  the  least  difficult  part  of  the  task  has  been  to  determine 
the  way  in  which  the  Registers  should  be  published.  Those  of  two 
Dioceses,  Exeter  and  Winchester,  have  already  been  begun,  but 
both  of  them  proceed  on  a  different  plan.  In  Winchester  a  large 
number  of  entries  are  transcribed  verbatim,  and  documents  are 
printed  either  at  length  or  very  fully.     This  is  certainly  the  best 
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way,  but  the  great  objection  to  it  is  that  having  regard  to  the  enor- 
mous mass  of  matter  life  is  too  short  to  get  it  done.  No  one  can 
look  at  Mr.  Baigcnt's  work  without  adnn'ring  it,  and  no  one  can 
dread  more  than  myself  any  comparison  between  the  published 
volumes  of  the  Winchester  with  the  present  part  of  the  Worcester 
Registers.  The  number  of  men  who  can  give  the  time  Mr.  Baigent 
must  devote  to  the  work  are  few,  the  number  who  possess  Mr. 
Baigent's  knowledge  of  his  subject  must  be  far  fewer.  Every  one 
would  like  to  see  the  Worcester  Registers  edited  as  he  is  editing 
the  Winchester,  if  it  was  practically  possible  to  do  this  or  to  get  it 
done.  Unfortunately  it  is  not,  and  it  is  a  choice  between  waiting 
until  the  Registers  can  be  well  done  or  their  not  being  done 
at  all. 

In  Exeter  Canon  Randolph  has  adopted  the  opposite  method, 
and  has  published  what  is  really  an  elaborate  index  to  the  contents 
of  the  Registers.  This  has  the  great  advantage  of  enabling  the  work 
to  be  done  quickly,  but  it  involves  the  necessity  of  a  journey  to 
Exeter  to  consult  the  Registers  if  anything  more  than  a  reference 
to  their  contents  is  wanted. 

For  Worcester  an  intermediate  course  has  been  taken,  which 
probably  will  be  said  to  combine  all  the  faults  of  both  the  others. 
Every  entry  is  described  ;  of  the  more  important,  or  those  that  are 
deemed  the  more  important,  the  substance  is  given.  By  this  means 
it  will  be  possible  to  make  considerable  annual  progress  with  the 
volumes  which  form  the  Worcester  series.  The  Kalendar  or  abstract 
will  be  framed  exactly  on  the  same  lines  as  that  of  the  Sede  Vacante 
Register,  which  has  already  been  published  by  this  Society,  but  it 
n)ust  always  be  remembered  that  it  only  purports  to  be  a  Kalendar, 
not  a  transcript. 

In  order  to  fully  appreciate  the  Register,  some  account  of  the 
surrounding  circumstances  and  the  facts  that  led  up  to  the  events 
recorded  in  it  is  required.  The  rest  of  this  introduction  en- 
deavours to  supply  this,  and  to  give  some  details  of  the  MS.  and 
its  contents.  An  account  of  Giffard,  his  life  and  work,  will  be 
given  in  the  next  part,  as  well  as  some  account  of  the  more  im- 
portant matters  treated  in  the  Register.  Here  all  that  will  be  at- 
tempted is  to  shew  what  was  the  work  that  Giffard  was  called  upon 
to  do,  leaving  out  for  the  present  any  consideration  of  the  way  in 
which  he  did  it. 
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(a)  Bisliop  Giffard's  Register. 

The  first  reference  there  is  to  this  Register  is  tlie  year  after  the 
Bishop's  death,  when  the  new  Bishop  Ginsborough,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Prior,  requests  him  to  come  and  meet  him,  and  to  bring  with 
him  the  Register  of  Bishop  Giffard  ^  If  the  Prior  obeyed  the 
order  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  Register  has  come 
down  to  us  at  all,  and  still  more  that  it  has  reached  us  in  such 
good  condition. 

This  Register  is  a  folio  volume  12^/^  inches  by  7^  outside 
measure,  containing  469  leaves  of  parchment,  written  for  the 
most  part  on  both  sides.  The  leaves  are  of  different  sizes ;  folios 
63  to  190  arc  nearly  2"  less  in  length  than  those  which  precede  and 
follow  them.  This  is  not  from  cutting  the  margins  ;  as  most  of 
these  leaves  have  a  fairly  wide  margin,  some  of  the  larger  leaves 
have  the  appearance  of  having  been  trimmed,  part  of  the  writing 
having  been  cut  off;  for  instance,  there  has  been  something  cut 
from  the  parchment  leaf  at  the  end  of  what  is  called  the  index. 
On  the  whole  the  manuscript  is  in  a  wonderfully  good  state  of 
preservation  and  the  writing  very  clear.  At  least  four  different 
persons  have  been  engaged  in  writing,  and  in  some  places  the 
register  is  written  in  one  hand,  while  the  writer  has  handed  over 
to  a  deputy  or  scribe  the  duty  of  copying  in  the  documents  that  arc 
entered  in  it.  Throughout  the  register  are  marginal  notes  to  each 
entry,  and  the  whole  seems  to  have  been  very  carefully  kept. 

The  Register  is  divided  into  years,  usually  running  from  Michael- 
mas to  Michaelmas.  As  Giffard  was  consecrated  on  the  23rd 
Sept.,  1268,  Michaelmas  was  probably  taken  as  a  convenient  day 
for  the  year  to  begin.  The  first  official  act  of  the  Bishop  recorded 
in  the  register  is  dated  the  Thursday  after  Michaelmas,  1268. 

At  first  it  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  person  who 
kept  the  Register  to  have  had  distinct  sections  for  each  of  the  two 
archdeaconries,  Worcester  and  Gloucester,  into  which  the  diocese 
was  then  divided,  for  the  entries  on  the  first  six  pages  relate  to  the 
Worcester  Archdeaconry,  and  on  folio  7  is  a  heading,  "  Register 
of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Gloucester,  anno  domini  1268,  the  first 
year  of  the   episcopate  of  our   Lord  Godfrey."     This   distinction 

•  Sede  Vacanlc  Register,  W.  II.  S.  Tub.,  p.  43. 
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was,  however,  not  kept  up,  and  matters  relating  to  each  of  tlic 
archdeaconries  are  subsequently  entered  in  every  year  without  any 
attempt  at  arrangement  or  classification. 

Although  the  Register  purports  to  be  divided  into  years,  yet 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  confusion  in  the  entries,  as  matters  are 
entered  under  one  year,  of  which  the  date  is  cither  the  year  pre- 
ceding or  subsequent.  Some  documents  arc  entered  quite  regard- 
less of  date,  the  entry  having  been  made  in  the  nature  of  a 
memorandum.  It  also  seems  fairly  certain  that  all  the  Bishop  did 
is  not  entered,  for  instance,  the  entries  for  the  year  1271-72,  only 
occupy  part  of  one  side  of  a  page.  It  could  hardly  be  the  case 
that  this  was  all  the  Bishop  did  in  that  year :  in  others  the  events 
of  a  year  fill  several  pages.  The  register  is  not  perfect,  it  termi- 
nates in  the  middle  of  an  entry  of  the  resignation  of  Simon  do 
Wyre,  Prior  of  Worcester ;  the  preceding  entry  as  to  the  profession 
of  the  new  Prior  is  dated  the  15th  August,  1301.  Gififard  died  on 
the  26th  January,  1302,  so  that  the  entries,  if  any,  for  the  last  few 
months  of  his  episcopate  are  missing. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Register  blanks  have  been  left  for  the 
insertion  of  copies  of  particular  documents,  which  have  never  been 
filled  in.  These  blanks  are  of  varying  lengths,  sometimes  a  few 
lines,  sometimes  a  whole  page.  In  some  cases  it  seems  as  if  formal 
documents  had  been  separately  made  out  and  inserted,  such  as  in 
one  case  the  names  of  the  persons  ordained  which  apparently  have 
been  written  on  a  separate  leaf  and  added  to  the  register.  J 

Some  documents  that  were  obviously  intended  to  have  been 
copied  in  have  been  fastened  to  the  register ;  most  of  them  have 
vanished,  only  the  places  for  fastening  them  remaining,  but  some 
are  still  there.     A  Writ  is  pinned  on  to  one  page. 

Mostly  the  marginal  notes  are  merely  verbal,  made  for  conve- 
nience of  reference,  but  occasionally  the  scribe  has  inserted  a  sketch 
of  the  subject,  or  rather  an  expression  of  his  feelings  by  the 
portrait  of  some  monk  or  bishop,  nun  or  abbot,  some  of  which 
are  very  characteristic. 

The  Register  was  rebound  about  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century  ;  it  would  seem  that  the  leaves  were  not  then  disturbed,  for 
that  binding  succeeded  to  a  modern  binding  when  the  leaves  were  I 

misplaced.  A  part  of  the  leather  back  of  this  earlier  binding  remains, 
and  it  appears  that  on  the  last  occasion  when  the  book  was  bound

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in  vellum  the  back  was  not  disturbed  and  the  leaves  not  undone. 
At  the  end  of  the  Register,  on  a  blank  leaf,  is  the  following  entry  :  — 

"  Bishop  Gififard's  Register. 

"  Memoranda  made  in  1824  by  Henry  Clifton  ^ 

"  At  the  beginning  of  the  register  three  loose  fragments  found 
"  in  the  register. 

"  The  first  five  pages  appear  to  be  missing. 

"  Page  461,  only  a  part  of  the  leaf  remaining. 

"  Page  473  mutilated  at  the  upper  corner  on  the  right  hand. 

"  Pages  396  to  423  inclusive  appear  to  be  missing." 

A  pencil  note  in  another  hand  adds  : — 

"  These  pages,  404  to  409,  are  bound    in  wrong,   immediately 
"  before  424,  and  410  to  423  follow  after  it,  and  after  423  come 
1  "  396  to  401. 

I  *'  The  folios  65  and  68  are  transposed  in  binding." 

There  only  appear  to  be  two  of  the  fragments  mentioned  by 

\  Mr.  Clifton,  bound  at  the  beginning.     They  contain  a  number  of 

memoranda,  chiefly  fragments  of  precedents  of  the  commencements 

of  deeds.     The  present  Register  begins  on  folio  6,  and  probably 

(  always  did  so,  as  on  it  is  the  formal  heading.

On  the  bottom  of  folio  yd  and  8  is  the  following  entry  : — 

"  In  the  Exchequer

and 
William  Firkins  and  Samuel  Palfrey,  Deft*. 

"At  the  execution  of  a  Commission  for  the  examination  of 
witnesses  in  this  cause  at  the  house  of  John  Jones,  known  by  the 
name  or  sign  of  the  Star  and  Garter,  situate  in  the  Foregatc 
Street,  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  on  Wednesday  the  15th  day  of 
October,  1823,  this  book  marked  with  the  letter  B  was  produced 
and  shewn  to  Henry  Clifton,  and  by  him  deposed  to  in  his  ex- 
amination on  the  part  of  the  said  Pi'. 

Taken  before  us. 

William  Price. 
J.  B.  Morris. 
J.  D.  Hayes." 

'  Henry  Clifloii  was  the  Bishop's  Registrar  at  that  time. 
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It  is  difficult  to  sec  the  purpose  for  whicli  this  page  was 
wanted,  the  entries  on  it  arc  a  certificate  of  the  good  conduct  of 
WiUiam  dc  Millay,  the  record  of  his  legitimation,  and  a  Licence 
dispensing  with  the  priest's  residence  at  Arlcg,  probably  Arclcy 
Kings,  unless  it  was  to  prove  that  Arcley  was  a  parish  in  the 
diocese  of  Worcester.  Arelcy  Kings,  or  Lower  Arclcy,  so  called  to 
distinguish  it  from  Upper  Areley,  in  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  is 
a  place  of  some  celebrity,  as  it  was  there  that  the  poet  Lanamon 
was  priest. 

One  point  in  the  Register  should  perhaps  be  noticed  :  in  the 
first  fourteen  years  of  Giffard's  episcopate  there  is  no  mention 
of  any  ordination  ;  this  at  first  gave  rise  to  the  idea  that  the  Re- 
gister was  incomplete,  and  that  some  of  the  leaves  had  been  lost 
in  spite  of  the  paging  running  on  consecutively.  The  book  has 
been  paged  at  two  different  times,  and  has  two  different  sets  of 
numbers,  but  a  careful  examination  of  the  book  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  this  is  not  so,  that  the  Register  is  complete,  and  that 
this,  though  the  simplest,  is  not  the  real  explanation.  It  may  be 
taken  that  for  the  time  it  covers  the  Register  is  complete,  except  that 
there  is  no  record  of  the  last  few  months  of  Giffard's  episcopate. 

At  the  end  of  this  Register  is  a  paper  of  eleven  leaves,  which  is 

called  an  Index  to  the  Register.     It  is,  however,  so  incomplete  as 

to  be  practically  useless,  and   so  has   not  been   transcribed.     It  is 

written  in  a  seventeenth-century  hand,  and  may  possibly  give  the 

date  of  the  first  rcbinding  of  the  volume  when  the   leaves   were 

misplaced. 

{b)  State  of  WorccstersJnre  in  1268. 

To  understand  the  state  of  the  diocese  in  1268,  it  is  necessary 
to  go  back  a  few  years  in  its  history,  to  see  who  were  the  persons 
then  the  active  spirits  in  the  district,  and  what  were  the  circum- 
stances that  led  up  to  Giffard's  appointment. 

The  landowners  were  of  two  great  classes,  the  ecclesiastical  and 
the  lay ;  at  the  head  of  the  ecclesiastical  was  the  Bishop,  who  as 
lord  of  various  manors  was  able  when  required  to  bring  a  force 
into  the  field  that  was  by  no  means  to  be  despised.  Among  the 
other  ecclesiastical  landowners  there  were  in  the  north  of  the 
county  the  Cluniac  monks,  at  Dudley  ;  the  Premonstratensian,  at 
Halesowen,  which,  although  actually  in  Shropshire,  yet  had  consi- 
derable Worcestershire   possessions ;    and    the    Cistercian   at   Bor- 
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desley  ;   while  in  the   middle  of  the  county  were  the  Benedictine 
Houses  of  Worcester  and   Pershorc,  and  the  large  estates  of  the 
Abbey  of  Westminster,  with  their  cell  at  Malvern.    Further  south  in 
the  diocese  were  the  Benedictines  at  Evesham,  Tewkesbury,  Winch- 
combe,  Cirencester,  and  Gloucester,  and  the  Cistercians  at  Hales. 
In  addition,  in  the  extreme  south,  were  the  Houses  at  Bristol.     It 
is  true  that  the  Bishop  had  no  control  over  these  houses,  but  he 
had   considerable   influence.     In    most  of  the  Benedictine   Houses 
he  was  able,  if  not  to  appoint,  at  least  to  influence  the  appointment 
of  the  head  of  the  House.     The  monk  elected  had  to  be  submitted 
to  him  for  approval ;   it  was  usual  if  he  disapproved  of  the  elect 
to  nominate  some  one  himself.     It  is  quite  true  that  as  between 
themselves  the  different  houses  quarrelled  and  fought  and  resisted 
the  Bishop  and  his  visitations,  but  when  it  came  to  a  question  of 
taking  sides  between  ecclesiastics  or  laymen,  most  of  the  religious 
Houses  sided  with  the  Bishop.     If  there  were  exceptions  it  would 
usually  be   in  the   case   of  the   houses   of  other   orders  than  the 
Benedictines.     The  Canons,  the  Cluniacs,  the  Prcmonstratensians, 
the  Cistercians   might  decline   to  follow  the  Bishop ;   but  all  the 
Benedictines  usually  went  with  him,  and  in  point  of  property  the 
Benedictines  were  the  most  important  order  in  the  diocese.     Wor- 
cester, Pershore,  Evesham,  Cirencester,  Winchcomb,  and  Gloucester 
must   have,  when  they  assembled  their  forces  for  fighting,  repre- 
sented a  considerable  part  of  the  posse  comitatus.     That  something 
of  this  sort  took  place  appears  from  a  letter  set  out  in  the  Register, 
written  by  Giffard  to  the  abbots  of  Bristol,  Gloucester,  Cirencester, 
Tewkesbury,  Winchcombe,   Pershore,  and  the  Prior  of  Llanthon}-, 
exhorting  them  to  raise  as  many  of  their  men  as  they  could  without 
delay,  well  armed,  with  horses,  to  resist  those  who  wished  to  impugn 
the  ecclesiastical  liberties  of  the  kingdom.     Tewkesbury,  it  is  true, 
would  follow  its  patrons  the  Clares,  but  in  this  Tewkesbury  stood 
alone.     The  Bishop  therefore  could  control  the  ecclesiastical  forces 
of  the  county  ;   what  those  were  we  are  not  able  to  exactly  say, 
but  certainly  in  the  Worcester  portion  of  the  diocese  it  represented 
quite   as    large,  and    possibly  a    larger,  force  than   the   lay  barons 
could  bring  into  the  field,  and  one  that  could  be  more  easily  as- 
sembled, for  the  Benedictine  houses  lay  fairly  together  and  could 
muster  without  much  difficulty,  while  the  lay  barons  were  scattered 
over  the  countr)-,  and  required  time  to  assemble.     The  possession 
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of  Worcester,  Tewkesbury,  and  Gloucester,  also  gave  the  eccle- 
siastics the  command  of  the  Severn.  There  was  another  circum- 
stance which  strengthened  the  Church  in  Worcestershire ;  west  of 
the  Tcme,  and  of  the  Severn  below  the  Teme,  stretched  a  great 
extent  of  Forest  land,  Wyre  Forest,  Malvern  Chase,  and  the  Forest 
of  Dean.  Stretching  across  the  county  and  separating  the  north 
from  the  south,  running  past  Droitwich  to  the  Warwickshire  border, 
was  the  Forest  of  Feckenham  ;  within  its  boundaries  there  was  no 
great  estate,  and  so  no  muster  could  be  made  of  vassals.  These 
forests  gave  the  Bishop  and  the  monasteries  the  advantage,  often 
a  priceless  advantage,  of  being  able  to  collect  their  forces  at  once 
and  without  interference. 

Among  laymen  holding  direct  from  the  Crown  the  chief  Worces- 
tershire Landowners  were  in  the  north  of  the  County  the  Someries, 
Lords  of  Dudley.  They  held  the  12  manors  of  Dudley,  Cradley, 
Weley,  MIddleton,  Illey,  Frankley,  Belne,  Hagley,  Pedmore,  Old- 
swinford,  Warley-Wigorn,  and  Churchill.  Roger  de  Someri,  who 
was  the  representative  of  the  family  at  the  end  of  Henry  IIL's 
reign,  died  in  1272.  Like  most  of  the  Barons  of  that  day  his  loyalty 
was  not  above  suspicion.  In  1253  he  went  with  Henry  HI.  on 
an  expedition  to  Gascony.  In  1257,  and  again  in  1258,  he  was 
summoned  by  the  King  to  serve  against  the  Welsh.  After  this 
he  seems  to  have  considered  himself  entitled  to  some  privileges,  so 
began  to  strengthen  his  castle  at  Dudley.  This  the  King  forbade ; 
for  a  time,  therefore,  Somerie  was  of  doubtful  loyalty.  At  Oxford 
in  1264  he  took  the  King's  side,  and  was  rewarded  by  permission 
to  finish  his  castle,  so  for  the  rest  of  the  war  he  remained  in  name 
loyal  to  the  King.  At  Lewes  he  fought  for  the  King,  and  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Baronial  party.  He  died  in  1272,  leaving 
his  son  Roger,  who  was  then  aged  18,  his  successor.  As  far  as  the 
Someries  were  concerned,  although  the  King  could  not  trust,  he 
does  not  seem  to  have  had  much  to  fear  from  them. 

The  next  great  landowners  who  held  direct  from  the  Crown 
were  the  Mortimers,  cadets  of  the  great  house  of  Wigmore.  They 
owned  a  large  part  of  the  Teme  Valley,  from  Tenbury  to  Cothe- 
ridge,  and  several  manors  in  the  centre  of  the  County,  round 
Droitwich.  But  the  18  manors  held  in  Worcestershire  were  but 
a  small  portion  of  the  estates  of  these  great  Lords  Marchers.  In 
Herefordshire  and  Shropshire  lay  their  real  strength,  and  the  Lords 
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of  Wigmorc  must  have  regarded  the  Worcestershire  property  of  the 
branch  of  their  family  as  only  an  incident  in  the  family  estates. 
The  Worcestershire  representative  of  the  Mortimers  at  this  time 
was  Hugh  Mortimer  of  Richards  Castle,  who  died  in  1275.  His 
Worcestershire  estates  were  acquired  in  1259  from  his  mother, 
Margery  Ferrers,  who  had  married  as  her  second  husband  William 
de  Stuteville,  who  was  tenant  by  the  courtesy  of  her  lands  during 
his  life :  on  his'  death  Hugh  Mortimer  succeeded  to  them.  In  the 
next  year  Mortimer  was  ordered  to  raise  all  his  forces  and  join  his 
cousin,  Roger,  Lord  Mortimer,  of  Wigmorc,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed Captain  General  against  the  Welsh ;  for  the  future  he 
mainly  followed  the  fortunes  of  his  cousin.  He  took  the  King's 
side  against  the  Barons,  and  after  the  Royalist  rout  at  Lewes 
was  obliged  to  surrender  Richards  Castle  to  the  Barons.  After 
Evesham,  however,  he  regained  his  castle  and  lands  and  appears 
to  have  remained  loyal  to  the  Crown,  being  Sheriff  of  Shropshire 
and  Staffordshire  in  1272. 

The  lay  tenants  of  the  Crown  in  the  North  and  the  West  of 
the  County  were  fairly  safe,  in  the  South  it  was  different.  There 
the  great  landowners  who  held  direct  from  the  Crown  were  the 
"  princely  "  Clares,  although  their  Worcestershire  estates  were  by  no 
means  one  of  the  possessions  on  which  the  family  relied  for  their 
greatness.  It  was  the  Lordship  of  Gower,  the  Earldom  of  Gloucester, 
the  Earldom  of  Hertford,  which  made  the  Clares  the  head  of  the 
English  Baronage.  At  the  Parliament  of  1259  de  Montfort  had 
so  recognised  the  then  Earl  of  Gloucester :  "  For  you,  my  Lord  Earl 
of  Gloucester,"  he  said,  "the  higher  your  position  above  us  all  the 
more  are  you  bound  to  carry  the  laws  into  effect."  The  Clares 
also  held  some  lands  in  the  Teme  Valley,  running  into  those  of  the 
Mortimers,  being  the  Crown's  feudal  tenants  of  the  Manors  of 
Clifton  on  Teme,  Doddenham,  Ankerdine,  and  Knightwick.  The 
representative  of  the  family  during  the  greater  part  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.,  Earl  Richard,  was  nominally  a  supporter  of  the  King, 
but  he  wavered  and  changed  from  one  side  to  the  other  as  led 
from  time  to  time  by  interest  or  ambition.  In  the  Mad  Parliament 
he  was  one  of  the  Committee  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  Barons  ; 
he  seems  to  have  been  always  jealous  of  the  power  of  de  Montfort, 
and  so  to  have  hesitated  as  to  whether  he  should  side  with  the 
King   or   the  Barons,  in  fact   he  was  disposed   to   take   the   part 
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from  which  he  would  receive  most  consideration.  His  jealousy  of 
do  Montfort  prevented  him  ever  really  adopting  the  popular  side, 
while  his  quarrel  with  the  Mortimers  and  Prince  Edward  prevented 
him  cordially  acting  with  the  King.  Perhaps  he  is  best  known  by 
the  story  of  the  Jew  who  fell  into  a  cesspit  at  Tewkesbury  one 
Saturday  and  refused  to  be  helped  out  as  it  was  the  Sabbath.  So 
the  Earl  refused  to  allow  him  to  be  taken  out  on  Sundaj^  and  before 
Monday  the  Jew  was  dead.     The  incident  is  thus  related  : — 

"  '  Tende  Manus,  Salomon,  ut  te  de  stercore  tollam' 
'  Sabbata  nostra  colo,  de  stercore  surgere  nolo 
En  ruit  altra  dies,  nunc  me  de  stercore  tolles.' 
'  Sabbata  nostra  colo,  de  stercore  tollcre  nolo.'  " 

This  Earl  died  in  July,  1262,  and  was  buried  in  the  choir  of 
Tewkesbury  by  the  side  of  his  father ;  Cantilupe,  Bishop  of  Wor- 
cester, William  of  Radnor,  Bishop  of  Llandaff,  ten  abbots  and  num- 
berless Barons  and  Knights  attended  his  funeral.  Boniface,  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  granted  an  indulgence  of  forty  days  to 
all  who  prayed  for  the  repose  of  his  soul.  The  Bishops  of  Wor- 
cester and  Llandaff  and  Roger  Longespee,  Bishop  of  Lichfield, 
gave  another  20,  and  Worcester  and  Llandaff  a  further  10  days, 
to  all  who  would  repeat  for  the  same  purpose  ten  pater  nosters  and 
three  aves  within  the  year.  If  his  epitaph  spoke  truly  it  v/ould  seem 
he  hardly  required  all  this,  for  it  was  stated  on  his  tomb 

"  Hie  pudor  Hippoliti,  Paridis  gena,  sensus  Ulissis 
/Eneae  pietas,  Hectoris  ira  jacet." 

His  successor,  Gilbert  (better  known  as  the  Red  Earl),  "quia 
rufus  erat  et  pulcher  aspectu,"  7th  Earl  of  Gloucester  and  Hertford, 
and  9th  Earl  of  Clare,  was  then  19.  If  his  father  was  a  waverer, 
he  was  a  turncoat,  or  rather  his  conduct  was  governed  by  purely 
personal  motives.  His  mother  urged  him  to  join  the  Barons,  but 
he  failed  to  decide  until  he  quarrelled  with  Prince  Edward,  whom 
he  imagined  was  too  attentive  to  his  Countess ;  he  then  refused  to 
include  the  Prince  in  his  oath  of  allegiance.  So  the  King  retali- 
ated by  seizing  the  Earl's  castle  at  Tonbridge,  and  on  sum- 
moning the  royal  adherents  to  meet  at  Worcester  in  1264, 
omitting    all  mention   of    the  Clares  or    their  vassals.     Then  the 
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Red  Earl  joined  the  rebels,  and  at  Lewes  led  their  second  line  with 
such  zeal  and  effect  that  he  was  knighted  by  de  Montfort  on  the 
battle-field,  and  to  him  was  accorded  the  honour  of  receiving  the 
King's  sword  after  the  battle.  In  the  mise  of  Lewes  his  indemnity 
is  the  subject  of  special  provision.  As  a  reward  for  his  services  on 
that  day  he  claimed  the  custody  of  his  own  prisoners,  which  dc 
Montfort  refused,  but  gave  him  a  grant  of  the  estates  of  Warren, 
Earl  of  Surrey,  except  Rygate  and  Lewes  Castle  ;  what  he  wanted 
was  the  Castle  of  Bristol,  which  would  have  united  his  English  and 
Welsh  estates,  and  made  him  practically  a  king  in  the  West  Mid- 
lands. To  this  he  had  some  family  claim  as  an  heir  of  William, 
2nd  Earl  of  Gloucester,  but  this  was  also  refused.  As  a  solace  he 
was  nominated  with  de  Montfort  and  the  Bishop  of  Chichester, 
Stephen  Berksted,  one  of  the  electors  of  the  new  Council  of  nine 
who  were  really  to  rule  the  country.  The  refusals  he  met  with, 
above  all  the  refusal  of  the  Castle  of  Bristol,  led  the  Red  Earl  to 
reconsider  his  position.  On  it  appearing  de  Montfort  intended  to 
keep  the  Castle  of  Bristol  for  himself,  and  was  treating  with  the 
Welsh,  the  hereditary  foes  of  the  Clares,  the  Red  Earl  began  nego- 
tiations with  the  Mortimers  ;  these  being  favourably  received,  he 
broke  with  the  Barons,  collected  a  force  in  Gloucestershire,  took 
Bristol,  and  advanced  with  Prince  Edward  against  the  younger  dc 
Montfort,  whom  he  defeated  at  Kenilworth,  then  marched  back 
against  the  elder  de  Montfort,  defeating  him  at  Evesham.  In 
that  battle  the  Red  Earl  led  the  second  line  of  the  Royal  troops 
as  he  had  led  the  second  line  of  the  rebel  troops  at  Lewes.  He 
had  his  reward.  Montfort's  death  placed  him  without  a  rival 
among  the  English  Barons  ;  the  leadership  of  the  popular  party 
was  in  his  grasp,  if  he  cared  for  it,  but  he  had  to  decide  if  he 
preferred  that  to  what  the  King  could  give,  grants  of  the  estates 
of  the  rebels.  He  tried  to  obtain  both,  and  at  one  time  posed  as 
a  Royalist  to  receive  grants  from  the  Crown  ;  at  another  posed 
as  a  rebel  to  extort  further  grants  from  the  King.  In  1267  he 
marched  at  the  head  of  the  rebels,  or  the  "  disinherited  party,"  as 
they  called  themselves,  from  the  isle  of  Ely  to  London,  occupied 
the  City,  summoned  the  Legate  to  surrender  the  Tower,  but  then 
changed  his  mind,  made  peace  with  the  King,  accepted  the  terms 
of  the  award  of  Kenilworth  and  a  safe  conduct  for  himself,  his 
household,   and    all   the  exJieredati.     Again  changing  his   mind   he 
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refused  to  attend  Court  or  to  give  the  hostages  the  Legate  required 
for  his  conduct.  At  Midsummer,  12C8,  he  was  persuaded  by  the 
Legate  to  assume  the  Cross,  Such  was  the  position  of  this  Stormy 
Petercl  of  the  Baronage  when  Giffard  became  Bishop. 

In  the  Register  will  be  found  various  entries  shewing  liow  im- 
portant it  was  considered  to  induce  Clare  to  join  Prince  Edward  in 
the  Crusades  and  so  get  him  out  of  the  country  : — An  agreement 
between  Prince  Edward  and  the  Earl  of  Gloucester  as  to  the  cost 
of  the  journey  to  the  Holy  Land,  a  bond,  condition,  and  securities, 
upon  which  the  Earl  of  Gloucester  should  go  on  a  crusade,  further 
securities  and  conditions.  To  please  him  there  is  a  letter  from  the 
King  releasing  the  tax  on  the  lands  of  the  Earl  of  Clare,  and 
what  is  still  more  significant  a  mandate  in  blank,  no  one  seeming 
willing  to  accept  the  duty  to  restrain  the  men  of  the  Earl  of  Glou- 
cester taking  and  detaining  the  goods  of  religious  persons. 

These   families,  the   Someries,  the   Mortimers,   and   the   Clares, 
formed  the  chief  of  the  Barons  in  Worcestershire,  who  held  direct 
from  the  Crown.     Of  the  rest  holding  of  other  Lords,  there  were 
the  Tatlingtons,  who  held  5  manors  in  the  south-east  (Tatlington, 
Edmunscote,  Hopw^ood,  Darlingscote,  and  Newbold),  as  tenants  of 
the  Bishop.     The  Burnels,  who  held  8  manors  from  five  Lords,  one, 
that  of  Kidderminster,  being  held  of  the  Crown.     The  Corbets,  who 
were  tenants  of  the  Clares,  for  Chaddesley  and  Impney  ;    and  the 
Beauchamps,  who  by  a  series  of  fortunate  marriages,  first  with  the 
heiress  of  the  D'Abitotes,  a  daughter  of  the  Mortimers,  and  then 
with  the  heiress  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  were  becoming  powerful. 
The  Beauchamps  were  tenants  of  the  see  of  Worcester,  and  would 
probably  follow  their   Lord.      It   will    be    seen   Worcestershire    re- 
quired to  be  carefully  dealt  with,  the  landowners  being  either  uncer- 
tain or  hostile  to  the  Crown. 

We   get  a  glimpse  of  what   the   Bishop   did   when  he  tried   to  '1 

collect  men  for  the  King,  from  two  entries  in  this  Register,  one  a  | 

letter  from  the  Bishop  to  the  Abbots  of  Bristol,  Gloucester,  Ciren-  j 

cester,  Tewkesbury,  Winchcombe,  and  Pershore,  and  the  Prior  of  ( 

Llanthony,  urging  them  to  muster  their  forces  at  once.     It  will  be  ' 

noticed  that  with  the  exception  of  Bristol  and  Llanthony  all  the 
houses  to  which  appeal  was  made  were  Benedictine.  Evesham 
claimed  to  be  exempt  from  episcopal  supervision  ;  no  summons 
was  sent  there,  but  one  was  to  Tewkesbury.     The  Earl  of  Glou- 
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ccstcr  had  cliangcd  sides  so  often,  it  was  difficult  to  say  to  which 
he  belonged  at  a  given  moment,  and  it  was  worth  writing  a  letter 
to  get  the  support  of  that  abbey.  It  is  obvious  that  it  was  on  the 
Benedictine  Mouses  and  the  Benedictine  Monks  that  the  Bishop 
had  mainly  to  rely  in  his  need.  The  laymen  to  whom  he  sent 
were  all  men  who  were  not  tenants  in  chief,  with  the  single  ex- 
ception, and  it  is  a  notable  one,  of  Maurice  de  Berkeley.  The 
knights  the  Bishop  summoned  to  go  with  hini  to  London  with  their 
friends,  and  with  horses  and  arms,  were  Sir  Maurice  de  Berkeley, 
Sir  William  de  Sautemareis,  and  his  son,  Sir  Peter,  Sir  Grimbald 
Pauncefot,  Sir  William  le  Poer,  and  Sir  William  de  Braci.  The 
remaining  twelve  tenants  were  Henry  de  Ribbcford,  Nicholas  de 
Mutton,  Nicholas  Ic  Archer,  Thom.as  Golafre,  Hugh  de  Chavering- 
worth,  Simon  Ic  Chamberlein,  William  de  Ilerencrton,  Walter 
Haket,  William  de  Wichindon,  William  de  Astan,  Peter  Crok,  and 
Richard  dc  Clopton.  What  number  of  retainers  each  could  bring 
is  not  clear  it  would  depend  a  good  deal  on  the  size  of  their  estates, 
and  of  how  many  knights'  fees  they  consisted.  But  the  importance 
of  the  fiict  is  that  it  brings  out  very  clearly  before  us  the  feudal 
position  of  the  Worcester  Bishop  ;  he  could  call  upon  no  less  than 
the  heads  of  seven  religious  houses,  six  knights,  and  twelve  gentle- 
men, to  muster  their  forces  with  horses  and  arms,  and  to  take  the 
field  and  join  with  him  in  supporting  the  cause  he  believed  to  be 
the  true  one,  or  for  some  other  reason  decided  to  follow.  This 
shews  how  important  it  was  for  the  Crown  to  have  a  Bishop  on 
whom  implicit  reliance  could  be  placed. 

The  King  had  learnt  this  lesson  from  the  late  Bishop  of  Wor- 
cester. In  1237  Walter  Cantilupe  had  been  appointed  to  the  see. 
In  some  respects  he  was  the  ideal  of  a  thirteenth-century  prelate  ; 
his  father,  William  de  Cantilupe,  had  been  sheriff  of  Warwickshire 
and  Leicestershire,  governor  of  the  castles  of  Hereford  and  Wilton, 
sheriff  of  Herefordshire,  and  afterwards  governor  of  Kenilworth 
Castle.  His  eldest  brother,  William,  married  Milicent,  daughter  of 
Hugh  dc  Gournai,  the  founder  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  Mark's,  Bristol, 
an  entry  as  to'which  appears  in  Giffard's  Register.  One  of  William's 
sons,  Thomas,  subsequently  became  Bishop  of  Hereford  and  St. 
Thomas.  Walter  was  employed  by  Henry  HI.  as  his  agent  at  the 
Papal  Court ;  he  was  a  person  in  sonic  favour  there.  It  is  doubtful 
if  he  was  in  orders,  but  if  he  was  it  was  onl)-  in  minor  orders,  for  on 
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being  elected  Bishop,  and  his  election  being  approved,  he  was  or- 
daincd  by  the   Pope  himself  deacon  on  the   2nd  of  the   Nones    of 
April,  Priest  on  the  14th  of  the  Kalends  of  May,  and  consecrated 
Bishop  on  the  5th  of  the  Nones  of  May,  1237.    He  at  once  began 
to  make  his  influence  felt,  for  the  Worcester  monks  appointed  a 
relative,  Walter  de  Cantilupe,   to   Cropthorne.      Subsequently,  in 
1256,  Hugh  de  Cantilupe,  another  relative,  was  made  Archdeacon 
of  Gloucester,  and  in  1257  Stoke  was  given  to  another  de  Cantilupe, 
The  Bishop  began  a  dispute  with  Peter  de  Saltmarsh  about  the 
manorial  rights  of  Upton-on-Scvern  ;    in  1240  the  legate  Otho  re- 
turned to  Rome,  and  Cantilupe  went  there  with  him.    On  his  return 
home  the  Bishop  appointed  a  new  Prior,  John,  to  Malvern,  a  new 
Prior,  Richard  de  Condicote,  to  Worcester,  and  a  new  abbot,  Walter, 
to  Gloucester,  all  adherents  of  the  Barons.     The  Archdeacon    of 
Gloucester  was  deprived  in  1244,  and  a  new  Archdeacon,  an  ad- 
herent   to    the    rebels,  appointed.      The    Bishop    quarrelled    with 
William  de  Beauchamp,  and  persuaded  the  Council   of  Lyons  to 
excommunicate   him.     Cantilupe   seems   to   have   always    been    in 
opposition  to  the  Court  and  to  the  foreign  party  ;  he  resisted  the 
taxation  to  meet  the  demands  made  by  the  King.     When  matters 
came  to  a  crisis  the  Bishop  took  the  side  of  the  Barons,  being  one 
of  their  great  supporters.    He  was  de  Montfort's  Chancellor,  and  one 
of  the  most  active  mjn   in  his  party.     Whether  his  conduct  was 
patriotic  or  selfish  need  not  be  now  considered  ;  he  filled  the  diocese 
with  his  own  adherents,  with  men  opposed  to  the  King,  men  who 
sided  with  the  Barons  ;   in  fact  he  had  made  the  counties  of  Wor- 
cester, Warwick   and  Gloucester  into   a  baronial  stronghold,  thus 
shewing  what  could  be  done  by  a  thorough-going  partisan  Bishop. 

To  Cantilupe's  palace  at  Kempsey,  de  Montfort  brought  Henry 
HI.  a  prisoner  before  the  battle  of  Evesham.  From  Cantilupe's 
palace  at  Kempsey  de  Montfort  took  Henry  with  the  Bishop  to 
Evesham  ;  here  Cantilupe  spent  the  night  before  the  battle  with 
the  rebel  army  praying,  consoling,  encouraging  the  troops  for  the 
morrow's  fight ;  it  was  probably  owing  to  his  labours  that  the 
Worcester  monk  could  write  of  the  slain  at  the  battle,  "  Erant 
"  tamen  inter  eos  pra^cipue  domini  Hugo  le  Despencer,  Radulphus 
"  Barret,  Petrus  de  Monteforte  et  alii  plures  quorum  noniinum  sunt 
"  in  libro  vitae." 

Cantilupe  was  not  summoned  to  the  Parliament  at  Winchester  in 
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1265,  bciii^  considered  as  too  deeply  implicated  in  the  rebellion. 
When  Ottobonus  came  as  legate  in  the  autumn,  Cantihipc  was 
one  of  the  three  bishops  suspended  ab  officio  ct  beneficio.  Shortly- 
after,  on  his  death-bed,  he  obtained  pardon  from  the  Legate,  and 
died  in  Feb.,  1266. 

Cantilupe  left  the  diocese  a  hotbed  of  treason  ;    the  Government 
felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  send  to  Worcester  a  strong  man  who 
would  not  merely  restore  order,  but  also  undo  Cantilupc's  work, 
and  turn  the  temporal  power  of  the  Sec  of  Worcester  from  a  rebel 
into   a  royal   force.     With    the  Welsh   in    a   state   of  smouldering 
rebellion   the    English   King    could   not    afford   to  allow  what  was 
then   both  politically   and    strategically  a   most   important  part    of 
the  country  to  be  in  other  than  safe  handj.     What  was  therefore  re- 
quired was  not  only  a  man  who  could  be  relied  upon  as  loyal   to 
the  Crown,  but  also  a  man  who  could  and  would  undo  the   work 
Cantilupe's  life  had   been  spent  in   doing.     Cantilupe  had  packed 
with  rebels  the  diocese,  the  monasteries,  the  benefices,  the  offices. 
This  it  was  imperative  should  be  altered  in  each  detail  ;  it  was  also 
imperative  to  observe  each  part  of  the  settlement  of  the  country 
that  had  been  brought  about  by  the  Award  of  Kenilwortli.     The  Go- 
vernment thought  they  could  not  do  better  than  appoint  one  of  the 
men  who  both  king  and  nobles  had  agreed  upon  at  Kcnilworth  as 
fit  to  settle  the  questions  between  the  Crown  and  the  rebels,  so  the 
new  bishop  was  Nicholas,  Archdeacon  of  Ely,  who  had  been  Lord 
Keeper,  and  was  then  Lord  Treasurer  of  England.      Whether  the 
choice  was  a  wise   one  or  not  there  was  no  opportunity  of  ascer- 
taining ;  Nicholas  was  consecrated  shortly  before  Michaelmas,  1266  ; 
and  in  the  February  following,   Pope  Clement  IV.   translated   him 
to  Winchester. 

The  necessity  for  a  strong  man  as  Bishop  of  Worcester  had 
become  greater  than  ever.  The  rebellion  still  smouldered,  the  Earl 
of  Gloucester  was  still  oscillating,  at  this  moment  inclining  towards 
the  rebels  ;  it  was  of  vital  importance  to  prevent  Worcestershire 
following  the  Clares  into  rebellion.  The  Archbishop  of  York  was 
a  strong  royalist ;  he,  however,  was  impossible,  but  the  Archbishop 
had  a  brother  the  Lord  Chancellor.  The  Government  thought  the 
Lord  Chancellor  was  the  man  they  wanted  for  Worcester,  so  on  the 
8th  June,  1297,  he  was  elected  to  the  vacant  See.  In  their  opinion 
they  had  found,  or  imagined  they  had  found,  in  the  new  Bishop 
the  strong  man  they  wanted  :  that  man  was  Godfrey  Giffard. 
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From  1268  to  1301  he  filled  the  See;  how  he  carried  out  his 
mission  his  Register  tells  us.  Here  all  that  need  be  said  is  that 
before  he  died  he  had  finished  the  work  he  was  sent  to  Wor- 
cester to  do.  lie  has  left  his  impress  as  no  other  of  the  Bishops 
have  done  on  the  diocese.  It  is  said  that  the  armorial  bearings 
of  his  family  are  the  present  arms  of  the  sec  of  Worcester  ;  if  this 
is  so,  then  the  ten  torteaux  may  serve  to  remind  us  that  it  is  to 
Gififard  more  than  to  any  one  man  we  owe  it  that  the  Bishoprick  of 
Worcester  survived  the  perils  that  then  surrounded  it.  His  work  has 
never  been  properly  appreciated  ;  it  is  the  fashion  among  the  his- 
torians of  the  See  of  Worcester  to  represent  him  as  a  proud  prelate, 
glorying  in  show  and  state,  extravagant,  extortionate.  Such  is  the 
view  of  the  last  historians  of  the  diocese  :  "  The  thirty-four  years 
"of  his  episcopate,"  they  say,  "arc  a  long  record  of  almost  incessant 
"  litigation,  a  quarrelsome  and  haughty  spirit  involved  him  in  dis- 
"  putes  with  almost  every  one  whom  he  had  to  do  with,  an  extra- 
"  ordinary  force  of  will  carried  him  through  many  harassing  suits, 
"  often  to  a  triumphant  issue,  in  spite  of  weakly  health,  and  in  the 
"face  of  almost  overwhelming  influences  arrayed  against  him^." 
Such  a  statement  is  wholly  to  misrepresent  both  the  man  and  his 
work.  It  is  true  he  was  involved  in  disputes  with  every  one  with 
whom  he  came  into  contact,  but  to  raise  those  disputes  he  had  been 
sent  to  Worcester.  He  was  there  to  shew  the  nominees  of  the  rebel 
Cantilupe  that  Evesham  had  settled  that  the  Crown  was  and  in- 
tended to  be  "over  all  persons,  and  in  all  causes,  as  well  ecclesiastical 
as  civil,  supreme  ;"  that  the  minister  of  the  Crown  did  not  wear  the 
sword  in  vain,  that  all  he  had  to  deal  with,  whether  great  or  small, 
ecclesiastic  or  lay,  must  "  submit  or  demit."  In  spite  of  feeble  health, 
in  spite  of  overwhelming  influence,  he  taught  and  the  county  learnt 
this  lesson  from  him.  It  is  said  that  a  good  man  struggling  against 
difficulties  is  a  spectacle  worthy  of  the  gods.  Giffard  may  not 
have  been  what  we  at  the  present  day  call  a  good  man,  but  he 
not  only  struggled  with,  he  triumphed  over  the  difficulties  he  met 
with,  because  he  followed  out  the  apostolic  precept,  "Be  strong." 
His  Register  is  his  own  account  of  how  he  "quitted  himself  like 
a  man,"  alike  in  his  faults  and  in  his  failures,  in  his  trials  and  in 
his  triumphs.

If  within  the  time  of  probation  he  shall  earnestly 
ask  and  demand  this  right,  he  may  receive  the  shield  with  the  cross 
imprinted  on   the   upper  habit  {in  superiori  habitii),  on  taking  the 
principal  vows  of  this  order  ( Vovendo  siibstantialia  ordinis),  that  is  to 
say,  continence,  obedience,  renunciation  of  property  and  to  keep  the 
regular  observances  of  the  said  house.     If  during  the  time  of  his  pro- 
bation any  admitted  should  be  found  unfitted,  they  may  freely  retire 
without    restriction    or  may  be   amoved  by  the   master.     In  fast- 
ings and  other  observances  the  brethren  shall  hold  and  have  the 
manner  and  rite  of  the  brethren  of  the  hospital  of  Lechlade,  except 
that  in  saying  the  divine  offices  which  they  are  bound  to  do  they 
shall   do  so  according  to  the  consuetudinary  and  ordinal  oi  Sarum. 
If  it  happen  that  any  dead  bodies  should  be  left  for  sepulture  or 
any  prince  or  prelate  should  come  there,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
aforesaid  chaplains  and  clerks  to  meet  the  same  in  the  habit  {habitunt) 
of  the  hospital  and  with  their  more  solemn  apparel,  according  to 
the  use  of  Sarum,  so  that  they  do  not  use  the  said  habit  elsewhere 
or  there  otherwise  than  in  the  choir.     As  to  the  solemnization  of 
Masses,  the  said  three  chaplains  and  six  clerks  shall  solemnly  cele- 
brate each  morning,  first  the  Mass  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  second  the 
Mass  for  the  dead,  third  the  Mass  for  the  day,  and  this  shall  be  as 
of  necessity  every  day.     The  other  chaplains  shall  celebrate  their 
Masses  both  for  the  living  and  the  dead,  especially  for  the  bene- 
factors of  the  house,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  master.     After 
the  solemnization   of  the   Masses  and  the  other  offices,  two  chap- 
lains and  the  aforesaid  six  clerks,  wearing  the  habit  of  the  house, 
with  two  lay  brethren,  each  carrying  a  knife  to  cut  the  bread  for 
the   sick    and    impotent,  shall,  between   the    first   and    third   hours 
before    the   dinner    of  the   said    chaplains    and  clerks,  minister  to 
the  poor.     The   said   master,   chaplains,  clerks  and  the    brethren. 
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who  wear  the  habit,  shall  sleep  in  one  house,  and  feed  in  the 
refectory,  but  no  scholars  shall  eat  or  drink  in  the  said  refectory 
unless  by  the  special  care  of  the  master,  nor  shall  any  of  the 
brethren  eat  or  drink  within  the  precincts  of  the  said  hospital,  but 
in  the  refectory  unless  detained  by  infirmity  or  letting  of  blood, 
and  then  only  in  the  infirmary.  The  master  may,  on  account  of  the 
coming  of  guests  or  any  other  reasonable  cause,  be  at  libert\'  to  dine 
in  his  chamber  or  elsewhere  in  the  house  where  he  shall  choose, 
upon  condition  that  when  the  master  shall  dine  apart  with  his 
guests  or  for  any  other  cause  shall  be  hindered  from  being  at  table 
with  the  brethren,  one  of  the  aforesaid  chaplains,  clerks  or  brethren, 
wearing  the  habit  of  the  said  hospital,  shall  take  his  place.  And 
as  often  as  the  said  master  shall  eat  out  of  the  said  refectory,  one 
or  two  of  the  aforesaid  chaplains  shall  be  with  him  at  table,  and 
as  often  as  he  shall  sleep  out  of  the  dormitory  he  shall  have  with 
him  one  of  the  said  chaplains.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  when- 
soever he  shall  happen  to  go  to  any  place  either  within  the  town 
of  Bristol  or  without,  for  any  cause  or  on  any  business.  None  of 
the  chaplains,  clerks,  or  brethren  shall  eat  or  drink  out  of  their 
house  in  the  town  {immicipio),  unless  the  bishop  or  their  patron  is 
present,  or  in  the  houses  of  religious  persons,  with  the  licence  01 
the  master  or  his  deputy,  and  in  company  with  the  said  chaplains, 
clerks,  or  brothers  wearing  the  habit  of  the  house.  All  of  them 
shall  set  out  together  and  return  together,  so  that  none  of  them 
walking  within  the  town  alone  shall  be  able  to  loiter  about 
{deambulare).  The  master  and  chaplains  alone  shall  wear  the 
black  cloaks  {inantellis)  and  black  amice  {almuciis)  with  the  sign 
of  the  house  thereon  {c2im  signo  domus  exteriori),  at  table  and 
within  the  precincts  of  the  said  house  and  elsewhere,  yet  in  riding 
and  walking  within  the  town  they  shall  wear  black  copes  with  the 
sign  of  the  same  house.  The  said  chaplains,  clerks,  and  brethren 
shall  have  good  bread,  of  corn,  and  likewise  good  ale,  well  brewed, 
and  good  pottage  with  one  dish  and  one  pittance  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  master,  but  they  shall  not  buy  wine  for  their  own 
use  nor  make  any  commons,  inviting  any  at  the  expense  or  to  the 
loss  of  the  poor.  At  dinner  and  at  supper  and  at  collation  there 
shall  be  read  under  the  direction  of  the  chanter  some  lesson  like 
as  is  accustomed  among  other  religious  persons.  Also  if  any  of 
the  aforesaid  chaplains  and   clerks  can  write  or  sing,  he  shall   at

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the  command  of  the  master  write  and  sing  those  things  which 
may  be  useful  to  the  house.  Likewise  if  any  of  the  aforesaid 
lay  brethren  be  instructed  in  any  mechanical  art  he  shall  practise 
it  at  the  command  of  the  master  for  the  profit  of  the  house.  More- 
over the  aforesaid  lay  brethren  shall  diligently  attend  to  the  offices 
assigned  for  them  to  use  by  the  master,  whether  out  of  or  within 
the  house,  when  and  as  often  as  they  shall  be  celebrated  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  of  the  master.  If  any  in  the  office  assigned 
to  him  does  not  behave  himself  rightly  he  shall  be  removed 
from  saying  that  office  and  another  put  in  his  place.  If  by  chance 
the  land  of  Poulet,  belonging  to  the  said  hospital,  which  is 
next  the  sea,  should  by  the  flow  of  the  sea  at  any  time  be  sub- 
merged (which  God  forbid)  whereby  the  fruits  of  the  said  land 
shall  be  wholly  or  in  the  greater  part  destroyed,  then  upon  it 
being  made  known  by  the  master  of  the  said  house  to  the  Bishop 
of  Worcester,  and  to  the  patron  of  the  said  hospital  for  the  time 
being,  if  they  consent,  the  portion  for  the  said  hundred  poor  and 
the  expenses  to  be  spent  about  their  portion  shall  be  reduced  until 
the  said  house  shall  have  recovered  from  the  said  loss.

and  it  docs  not  appear  to  what  use  they  were  converted  ;  that  he 
pledged  the  church  aforesaid  for  alien  debts  against  the  prohibi- 
tion of  law  ;  that  he  squandered  the  goods  of  the  church  committed 
to  him  in  a  bestial  manner  ;  that  the  same  church  is  scarcely  able 
to  be  relieved  afterwards  by  the  industry  of  the  most  discreet 
abbot.

It  is  also  com- 
manded that  none  of  the  brothers  shall  dispose  of  the  fragments 
and  other  things  left  at  the  table,  but  they  be  wholly  left  at  the 
disposal  of  the  almoner ;  and  because  the  same  almoner  is  found 
remiss  he  shall  be  amoved  and  another  good  and  diligent  person 
put  in  his  place,  who  should  have  zeal  for  the  poor  and  God.  Item, 
that  none  of  the  brothers  henceforth  shall  leave  the  cloister  without 
license,  and  shall  not  wander  in  the  town  nor  go  out  of  the  aforesaid 
place  unless  for  necessary  cause,  or  shall  give  a  probable  reason  for 
going-  out,  nor  after  such  license  shall  exceed  the  time  or  place

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granted.  Item,  that  from  henceforth  no  manner  of  feasting  or 
drinking  be  made  in  the  house  built  on  the  weir  next  the  said 
house  near  Henghamstude,  nor  shall  they  eat  or  drink  there,  but 
commonly  in  the  frater,  unless  the  illness  of  the  brothers  or  the 
coming  of  guests  on  account  of  greater  usefulness  and  evident 
necessity  should  afford  a  fit  excuse.  And  because  the  house  is 
too  much  charged  with  liveries  and  corrodies  it  is  forbidden 
from  henceforth  that  liveries  and  corrodies  be  sold  without  the 
bishop's  special  licence.  Because  the  house  is  impoverished  by 
divers  receivers  of  goods  and  money,  it  is  ordained  that  two  of 
the  wiser  and  more  cautious,  chosen  by  the  prior  and  convent, 
shall  receive  all  the  money  whithersoever  coming  pertaining  to 
the  same  house ;  and  as  well  the  prior  as  other  officials  shall 
deliver  to  them  the  expenses  and  other  necessaries  of  the  house, 
and  they  shall  render  an  account  four  times  a  year  in  the  presence 
of  the  house  and  the  obedientiaries.  Concerning  the  sub-cellarer 
and  kitchener,  unless  they  should  seem  useful  and  necessary  to 
the  convent,  they  shall  be  amoved  from  their  offices  and  more 
competent  put  in  their  places.  Let  it  be  provided  in  like  manner 
concerning  a  more  cautious  cellarer,  if  it  seems  expedient  to  the 
prior  and  convent,  and  so  concerning  the  other  obedientiaries. 
Item,  it  is  ordered  that  from  henceforth  the  elder  and  honester 
of  the  house  shall  be  sent  to  serve  the  chapel  in  the  Castle,  and 
not  the  younger,  as  hitherto  has  been  accustomed  to  be  done. 
Item,  it  is  commanded  that  from  henceforth  the  prior  shall  have 
with  him  one  honest  chaplain  at  least  from  his  brethren,  and  he 
shall  not  send  him  from  him  when  he  shall  be  absent.  Item, 
concerning  the  sick,  that  they  be  looked  after  better  than  in  the 
accustomed  manner.  Item,  it  is  forbidden  to  make  sales  and 
alienations  in  perpetuity  without  the  bishop's  consent,  nor  tem- 
porarily, unless  by  the  consent  of  the  whole  convent  or  of  the 
greater  and  wiser  part,  and  then  to  the  use  of  the  same  house. 
Item,  it  is  forbidden  from  henceforth  to  seal  with  the  convent 
seal  any  documents  in  blank,  nor  from  henceforth  pledge  them- 
selves to  any  creditors  for  alien  debts,  and  this  under  penalty  of 
deposition.  It  is  ordered  that  they  be  obedient  to  those  put  over 
them,  and  principally  to  the  prior  and  sub-prior,  in  those  things 
which  are  of  God,  and  if  by  chance  it  happen  to  go  against  the 
tenour  and  substance  of  their  rule,  notwithstanding  appeal  made 
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to  the  Bishop  which  he  may  think  frivolous,  they  be  punished  ac- 
cording to  the  tenour  of  their  rule,  and  if  by  chance  they  should  not 
obey  the  Bishop  that  they  receive  condign  punishment,  in  which 
case  the  bishop  will  not  spare  the  greater  nor  the  less,  so,  God 
willing,  tlie  punishment  of  one  will  be  the  fear  of  many.  It  is 
ordered  that  if  any  of  the  brothers  wish  to  come  to  the  bishop  for 
any  reason  they  be  not  impeded  by  the  sub-prior,  but  such  brothers 
be  provided  according  to  distance  with  horses  and  victuals.

That  they  keep  silence  in  the  refectory,  and  that  no  brother 
dispose  of  the  fragments  from  the  tabic,  but  all  be  committed  to 
the  almoner. 

That  in  the  infirmary  there  be  provided  food  and  drink,  that  no 
one  feign  illness,  that  no  seculars  be  introduced  into  the  infir- 
mary except  physicians  or  servants  of  the  infirmary,  that  no  healthy 
brothers  come  together  there  to  drink  and  practise  drunkenness. 

That  in  their  conversations  the  brothers  abstain  from  slander 
and  filthy  speaking,  and  also  in  their  parliaments,  and  that  they 
use  holy  and  honest  words  to  the  edification  of  the  soul  and  useful 
to  the  rule  and  utility  of  the  house  as  is  becoming  to  holy  and 
honest  men.  It  is  commanded  that  correction  be  made  in  the 
chapter  by  the  president  every  day  touching  the  premises. 

That  the  abbot  should  not  scold  the  brethren  before  or  after 
dinner,  but  should  reprove  delinquents  courteously  and  secretly 
out  of  chapter,  but  in  chapter  he  should  rebuke  them  sharply.  And 
whereas  the  abbot  should  eat  in  the  refectory  or  in  the  infirmary, 
or  elsewhere  where  there  is  not  access  to  secular  persons,  it  is 
desired  that  the  household  of  the  abbot,  clerks,  and  esquires,  should 
eat  together  with  the  guests,  or  in  any  common  place  if  there  arc 
no  guests,  and  not  in  their  chambers,  nor  let  libations  be  made  there 
in  the  future  as  was  now  accustomed  to  be  done. 

That  the  house  is  not  well  ruled  in  temporal  matters,  for  none 
of  the  brethren  know  what  they  have  nor  what  they  spend,  it  is 
therefore  ordered  that  the  abbot,  with  the  consent  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  convent,  shall  appoint  two  receivers  who  shall  receive 
all  the  money  of  the  house  and  keep  account  of  the  same,  and  the 
abbot  and  obedientiaries  shall  deliver  by  tally  so  much  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  house.  And  the  abbot  shall  appoint 
a  brother  or  other  fit  person  to  keep  the  granary  in  the  abbey,  who 
shall  receive  the  corn  from  the  manors  and  churches,  and  shall  make

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tallies  against  those  who  have  the  custody  of  the  bread  and  ale, 
and  shall  answer  what  they  have  received,  or  paid  quarterly,  or  at 
the  end  of  the  year  ;  that  the  abbot,  with  the  consent  of  the  convent 
or  the  greater  and  wiser  part,  appoint  fit  servants  in  his  manors, 
and  churches,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  administer  the  things 
committed  to  them,  and  to  faithfully  render  account  of  the  same. 

It  is  found  that  the  secular  bailiffs  from  the 
election  of  this  abbot  have  by  collusion  with  the  abbot  evaded  their 
account,  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  they  render  account  before 
four  of  the  wiser  of  the  chapter  this  side  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew 
the  Apostle.

Proceedings  before  G.,  bishop  of  Worcester,  in  the  cathedral 
church  on  the  12th  of  the  Kalends  of  September,  1279,  against 
Peter  de  la  Mare,  constable  of  the  castle  of  Bristol,  and  others 
his  accomplices,  on  account  of  certain  enormities  perpetuated  by 
them  against  ecclesiastical  immunities. 

Richard  de  Waleden,  clerk,  states  upon  oath  that  William  de 
Lay,  a  fugitive  to  the  church  of  the  Apostles  Philip  and  James, 
at  Bristol,  being  in  the  churchyard  of  the  same  church,  Peter  de

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la  Marc  ordered  him  to  be  arrested,  and  put  his  hand  on  him  to 
arrest  him,  and  caused  him  to  be  taken  to  the  castle  and  there 
detained. 

Henry  dc  Essex,  a  layman,  states  that  he  took  the  said  William 
by  his  beard  in  the  churchyard  and  carried  him  to  the  castle. 

Nicholas,  son  of  Necl,  a  layman,  says  that  he  held  the  said 
William  in  the  churchyard  and  took  an  iron  weapon  from  his  hand 
and  led  him  by  force  to  the  castle. 

Gilbert  la  Gaytc,  a  layman,  states  that  he  took  the  aforesaid 
William  by  the  arm  and  drew  him  out  of  the  churchyard  and 
carried  him  to  the  castle. 

Robert  le  Waleys  a  layman,  says  that  he  took  the  said  William, 
when  fleeing  to  the  churchyard,  and  held  him  by  the  feet  while  the 
rest  of  his  body  was  in  the  churchyard,  and  he  left  because  of  the 
clamour  of  the  people. 

Adam  le  Stcor,  a  layman,  says  that  being  keeper  of  the  prison 
he  beheaded  the  said  William,  and  did  nothing 'else.  He  did  so 
because  the  said  William  was  then,  before  and  afterwards  in  the 
prison,  but  he  well  knew  he  was  dragged  there  from  the  churchyard. 

Richard  le  Forester,  a  layman,  says  that  he  came  at  the  com- 
mand of  his  superiors  and  was  present  when  the  said  William  was 
beheaded,  and  he  knew  he  was  taken  from  the  churchyard. 

Other  deponents  give  similar  evidence. 

Henry  de  Essex,  a  layman,  states  that  he  tied  the  hands  of  the 
said  William  in  the  prison,  and  led  him  to  the  place  of  execution, 
and  carried  the  body  out  of  the  castle,  and  he  and  others  say  they 
ordered  the  headsman  to  behead  the  same  William. 

Peter  de  la  Mare,  constable  of  the  castle,  states  that  he  was  not 
present  at  the  arrest  of  the  said  William,  but  he  confirmed  it 
and  ordered  him  to  be  detained,  and  this  he  did  for  the  safety 
of  him  and  those  adhering  to  him,  and  he  commanded  that  he 
should  be  beheaded,  and  that  all  things  should  be  done  as  they 
were  done. 

Robert,  rector  of  the  church  of  the  Blessed  Mary  of  Bristol, 
being  sworn,  for  himself  and  his  brother  Richard  says  that  he  is 
ignorant  who  composed  a  certain  libellous  song,  who  wrote  it,  and 
who  published  it.  But  he  says  that  he  has  heard  of  miracles  done 
by  the  said  William  de  Lay,  and  that  his  brother  recited  those 
things. 
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The  punishments  cnjonicd  upon  the  said  persons  were  as  follows  : 
— That  Richard  de  VValedcn,  clerk,  who  was  reputed  the  principal 
author  in  the  arrest  of  the  aforesaid  William  from  the  church- 
yard, Henry  de  Essex,  Nicholas,  son  of  Neel,  Gilbert  la  Gayt,  and 
Robert  le  Waleys,  should  exhume  the  body  of  the  said  William 
and  restore  it  to  the  church,  together  with  the  head,  and  carry  it 
to  be  buried  in  the  churchyard  from  whence  it  was  violently  taken 
when  living.  At  which  exhumation,  carrying,  and  burying,  Adam 
le  Steor,  who  beheaded  the  said  William,  should  be  present  and  do 
the  principal  work.  That  they  should  go  from  the  church  of  the 
Friars  Minors  of  Bristol  by  the  most  public  ways  to  the  church 
of  the  Apostles  Philip  and  James,  in  solemn  procession,  with  un- 
covered heads  and  bare  feet,  in  only  their  shirts  and  breeches,  before 
the  third  hour  of  the  day,  on  four  market  days  in  four  weeks,  and 
at  the  door  of  the  said  church  each  of  them  should  receive  discipline 
from  priests  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  rest  of  the  men,  namely,  Adam  le  Ster,  Richard,  Andrew, 
Thomas,  and  John,  the  Foresters,  John  la  Gayte,  Robert  le  Paumer, 
and  William  de  Capella,  should  do  like  penance  on  only  one  day. 

That  Peter  de  la  Mare,  the  constable,  should  do  like  penance  on 
one  day,  and  should  endow  one  priest  with  fit  maintenance  at  a 
place  to  be  fixed,  to  perform  divine  service  for  ever  in  honour  of 
God  and  of  His  mother,  and  all  the  elect,  more  especially  to  remem- 
ber the  deceased  and  other  faithful  in  Christ.  That  he  should  erect 
a  stone  cross  at  the  cost  of  lOOs.  at  least,  according  to  the  ordinance 
of  the  bishop,  that  so  the  Church  of  Christ  built  in  His  blood  may 
be  recompensed  with  due  reverence  for  so  grave  a  crime ;  and  that 
at  the  same  cross  every  year  a  hundred  poor  were  to  be  fed,  and 
each  of  them  should  receive  one  penny  for  food  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  Peter,  and  that  he  should  be  present  at  the  penances  of  all 
the  other  offenders. 

If,  however,  the  said  persons  would  take  upon  them  the  sign  of 
the  cross,  the  bishop  might  mitigate  the  above  punishments  so  that 
they  went  to  the  cathedral  church  in  the  manner  abovesaid,  and 
humbly  received  one  discipline.

Inquisition  made  at  Warwick  on  Tuesday  after  Palm  Sunday, 
1 28 1,  by  the  official  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Worcester,  at  the  command 
of  the  Bishop  of  Worcester,  upon  certain  articles  touching  the  prior 
of  Wotton  and  brother  Roger,  his  monk. 

William,  vicar  of  Wotton,  deposed  that  being  in  his  house  at 
Wotton  on  Friday  next  after  the  feast  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle, 
at  the  hour  of  Vespers,  there  came  Lorekyn,  the  groom  of  the  prior 
of  Wotton,  and  asked  him  to  come  to  the  priory  to  stay  a  discord 
between  the  said  prior  and  brother  Roger  his  monk.  And  this 
deponent  immediately  went  and  met  the  prior  coming  out  of  the 
hall  at  the  door.  When  he  entered  the  said  hall,  he  found  the  said 
brother  Roger  sitting  in  a  chair,  bleeding  from  the  nose,  and 
immediately  the  said  prior  returned  he  used  reproachful  words, 
contending  that  the  same  Roger  drew  blood  by  fraud,  by  wounding 
himself  in  his  nose  with  his  own  finger  ;  the  said  Roger  asserted  on 
the  contrary  that  the  prior  hit  him  on  the  nose  with  his  fist  to 
the  drawing  of  blood.  The  deponent  being  asked  whether  he  knew 
more  of  this  violence,  said  only  by  relation  of  those  who  were 
present  in  the  hall,  who  asserted  that  the  said  prior  hit  the  said 
brother  Roger  with  his  fist  to  the  drawing  of  blood,  but  that  the 
said  Roger  did  not  return  the  blow.  Being  asked  as  to  the  with- 
drawal of  hospitality  and  the  distribution  of  alms,  he  said  that  the 
preceding  priors,  from  the  time  when  he  became  vicar  and  of  old 
time,  were  accustomed  to  make  two  distributions  every  week  to 
the  poor  for  two  days,  which  this  prior,  Peter  de  Altaribus,  in  his 
time  withdrew.  And  as  to  the  hospitality  accustomed  and  due 
and  made  by  other  priors  to  the  no  little  expense  of  the  same 
priory,  which  he  withdrew  he  gave  as  an  excuse  that  he  was 
unable  to  do  it  because  the  priory  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
bishop.  This  deponent,  moreover,  says  that  the  prior  carried  away 
all  the  goods  of  the  said  priory,  and  he  believes  that  he  wasted 
them  because  they  were  not  returned  to  the  use  of  the  priory. 
He  also  says  that  he  is  customarily  drunk  and  pugnacious  with 
his  household,  as  he  heard  from  divers  of  the  household  who  came 
to  him  complaining  that  the  same  prior  chased  them  from  their 
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beds  ill  the  night,  on  account  of  his  drunkenness.  And  he  says 
that  the  premises  are  of  public  notoriety,  as  well  of  Wotton  as 
in  the  neighbouring  vills.  As  to  the  cause  of  the  discord,  he  says 
it  was  by  reason  of  a  certain  sum  of  money  belonging  to  the  said 
Roger  being  carried  away  from  his  bed  by  stealth,  about  which 
the  aforesaid  prior  taxed  the  said  Roger  with  procuring  the  bailiff 
of  Pacchelowe  to  come  there  and  enquire  against  the  prior  con- 
cerning such  theft,  but  the  deponent  did  not  believe  that  the  said 
Roger  procured  this. 

Richard,  chaplain  of  the  vicar  of  Wotton,  deposes  to  the  same 
effect. 

John,  a  servant  of  the  vicar  of  Wotton,  deposes  that  on  Friday 
after  the  feast  of  St.  Matthias  the  Apostle,  he  was  in  the  church 
of  Wotton  and  saw  the  tenants  of  the  prior  coming  towards  the 
priory  at  the  command  of  the  prior  of  Wotton,  and  he  went  with 
them  to  the  hall  of  the  said  priory,  and  when  they  had  entered 
the  hall  he  saw  the  said  brother  Roger  sitting  upon  a  form,  and 
the  aforesaid  prior  coming  to  the  said  Roger,  took  him  by  the  right 
shoulder  and  commanded  his  tenants,  saying  to  them,  "  Come,  take 
this  leprous  clown  who  bit  my  finger."  The  tenants  answering, 
*'  We  will  not  because  he  is  a  priest."  And  then  the  prior  went  out 
of  the  hall  towards  the  garden.  And  the  aforesaid  Roger  rising, 
went  towards  the  dormitory.  And  the  aforesaid  prior  returning 
into  the  hall  carrying  the  keys  in  his  hand,  seeing  the  said  Roger 
walking,  went  to  him  and  called  him  "a  leprous  clown/'  and  with 
his  fist,  in  which  he  held  the  keys,  hit  him  between  the  eyes  on 
the  nose,  so  that  he  fell  back  upon  the  ground,  and  then  blood 
flowed  profusely  from  his  nose.  And  afterwards  the  same  prior 
went  out  of  the  hall  towards  the  stable,  and  all  the  tenants  like- 
wise went  out.  And  the  deponent  and  John  de  Rolindryt  raised 
the  said  brother  Roger  from  the  ground  and  led  him  to  a  certain 
chair,  upon  which  they  made  him  a  seat,  and  immediately  afterwards 
the  said  vicar  came  and  this  deponent  retired.  He  says  that  the 
said  Roger  did  not  return  the  blow,  and  gives  the  names  of  those 
who  were  present  at  the  assault.  Upon  the  other  matters  he  agrees 
with  the  vicar. 

William,  clerk  of  the  vicar  of  Wotton,  deposes  to  the  like  effect. 

Walter  Gopyl  deposes  that  he  is  a  thresher,  and  was  in  the  grange 
of  the  priory,  and  there  came  there  the  said  prior  and  brother  Roger 
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quarrelling.  And  the  prior  said  to  the  aforesaid  Roger — "You 
fool,  you  tax  me  with  the  theft  of  your  money,  you  procured  an 
inquisition  to  be  made  against  me  of  such  theft  by  the  bailiffs. 
You  have  spent  a  part  of  that  money  with  your  whores  over  the 
sea,  and  the  other  part  with  your  whores  of  this  vill."  And  the 
said  Roger  answering  said,  "  Excommunicated  man,  you  lie  !"  And 
so  quarrelling  they  retired  from  the  grange,  the  prior  to  the  church 
and  Roger  to  the  hall.  And  immediately  the  prior  sent  to  his 
tenants  to  come  there,  who  at  once  came  and  entered  the  hall, 
and  the  deponent  with  them,  and  they  found  the  said  Roger  sitting 
upon  a  bench.     To  the  other  matters  he  deposes  as  before. 

Walter  the  miller,  tenant  of  the  prior,  deposes  that  on  the  said 
Friday,  at  the  hour  of  Vespers,  he  came,  together  with  his  neighbours, 
to  the  hall  of  the  said  prior  at  VVotton  at  the  command  of  the  prior, 
and  he  saw  the  said  brother  Roger  then  sitting  in  a  chair,  and  heard 
him  and  the  said  prior  quarrelling,  yet  what  they  said  he  does  not 
know,  because  he  is  ignorant  of  their  speech  {idioinay.  To  other 
matters  he  deposes  as  the  previous  deponents. 

John  de  Rolindryt  deposes  that  the  prior  is  often  drunk,  and  once 
he  saw  him  following  two  of  the  household  with  a  drawn  sword  to 
the  gate  of  the  priory,  and  they  resisting  him  with  axes.  He  says 
that  the  aforesaid  Roger  is  quarrelsome,  and  provoked  the  aforesaid 
prior  to  violence,  publicly  asserting  that  he  was  excommunicated  by 
his  abbot.

Geoffrey  Kitelote  deposes  as  Walter  the  miller,  adding  that  he 
understood  the  language,  to  wit,  that  the  aforesaid  prior  called 
brother  Roger  "  a  leprous  clown,"  and  the  aforesaid  Roger  called 
the  prior  "  excommunicated."  And  he  says  that  on  the  said  Friday 
he  was  in  the  said  hall,  and  saw  that  the  aforesaid  Roger  went 
towards  the  dormitory,  and  when  he  had  come  to  the  step  of  the 
solar  and  wished  to  ascend,  the  prior  descending  met  him  and  said 
to  the  said  Roger  that  he  should  not  ascend,  because  he  accused 
him  of  being  excommunicated,  therefore  he  should  not  lie  with 
him  in   the  dormitory,  the  said   Roger  answering  that  he  would. 

'  As  the  priory  of  Wotton  was  nn  alien      prior  and  brother  Roger  would,  talking  to 
prioiy,  a  cell  of  the  abhey  of  Couches,  the      each  other,  probably  speak  in  French. 
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And  while  the  prior  was  endeavouring  to  impede  the  same  Roger, 
the  said  Roger  hit  him  so  that  he  fell  back  on  the  stair  of  the  solar.

Walter  le  porter  deposes  as  the  last  deponent,  adding  that  in 
the  aforesaid  fight  the  prior  wished  to  force  back  the  said  Roger 
with  his  hand,  and  the  said  Roger  wishing  to  take  the  same  prior  by 
the  finger  {^per  digituni)  with  his  tecth^  drew  off  the  glove  of  the 
said  prior  from  his  hand. 

Jory  the  cook,  Alexander  de  Skiles,  Robert  de  la  Grene,  and 
Beling',  the  brother  of  the  prior,  depose  to  the  like  effect.

1282.  On  the  day  of  the  Blessed  Edith  the  Virgin,  the  bishop 
came  to  Persore  to  make  visitation  there,  and  he  remained  there  for 
one  day  and  preached  in  the  chapter-house,  whose  sermon  was 
A  ufer  riibiginem  de  argento  et  egredietur  vos  purissininni,  etc. 

On  Saturday  quatuor  tempormn  before  the  feast  of  the  Blessed 
Michael,  in  the  14th  year  of  the  bishop's  Pontificate,  he  celebrated 
orders  at  Worcester,  and  likewise  preached  there,  his  text  being, 
Abicientes  omnem  in  viundiciam  et  habundanciam  malicie,  etc. 


On  the  morrow  of  the  Blessed  Matthew  the  Apostle,  the  bishop 
visited  the  priory  of  Great  Malvern,  preaching  in  the  chapter-house, 
when  his  sermon  was  upon  the  text,  Veniam  et  desceudam  super 
vos,  etc. 

And  because  brother  William  de  Ledebr',  prior  at  that  time, 
was  convicted  of  various  excesses  and  enormities,  the  bishop 
deposed  him  and  wholly  absolved  him  from  the  rule  of  the  same 
priory,  to  wit,  on  the  vigil  of  the  Blessed  Michael. 
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1282.  The  bishop  visited  the  priory  of  Worcester  on  Thursday 
next  after  the  feast  of  the  Blessed  Michael,  and  remained  there 
one  day  at  the  cost  of  the  prior,  but  the  sub-prior  of  Worcester 
preached  for  him  in  the  chapter-house. 

On  Saturday  following,  that  is  to  say,  next  before  the  feast  of 
the  Blessed  Francis,  the  bishop  visited  the  nuns  of  Wyston  without 
Worcester,  preaching  to  them  in  the  chapter-house  upon  the  text, 
Audi filia  ct  vide,  etc. 

On  the  same  day  he  visited  the  priory  of  Astleg'  [Astley]  in  the 
chapel  of  Worcester. 

On  the  Sunday  following  .the  feast  of  St.  Francis,  he  celebrated    ^ 
Mass  in  the  church  of  the  Friars  Minors  of  Worcester,  and  served 
iprociiravii)  all  the  brothers  of  that  convent. 

On  the  Monday  following,  he  visited  the  monastery  of  Little 
Malvern,  preaching  to  them  upon  the  text,  Vincenti  daho  edere,  etc. 
And  on  Tuesday,  the  morrow,  he  dedicated  their  church  of  Mal- 
vern, and  remained  there  for  two  days  as  well  for  the  visitation 
as  for  the  dedication,  at  the  cost  of  the  house  of  Malvern. 

The  bishop  proposed  to  have  visited  the  abbey  of  Theokesbur' 
on  the  feast  of  the  Blessed  Wulfran  ^,  the  bishop  and  confessor, 
and  afterwards  Dcrhurst,  Gloucester,  Stanley,  and  all  the  houses 
in  those  parts  towards  Hembur'  in  the  Salt  Marsh  wanting  visitation 
or  correction,  which  same  proposal  he  was  unable  to  fulfil,  being 
troubled  with  his  accustomed  gout  in  both  feet.

Walter 
de  Cantilupe^,  formerly  bishop  of  Worcester,  confirmed  as  priors 
of  Great  Malvern,  brother  John  de  Claynes(?),  and  at  his  death, 
brother  Thomas  de  Bredon,  upon  whose  death  he  confirmed  brother 
William  de  Wykewane.  Godfrey,  now  bishop  of  Worcester,  con- 
firmed brother  W,  de  Le[dbury]. 

Fol.  157^.  Letter  to  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  ^  stating  that 
whereas  the  Bishop  of  Worcester  had  lately  gone  in  his  accustomed 
manner  to  visit  the  monastery  of  Great  Malvern,  he  found  brother 
William  de  Ledbury,  formerly  prior,  was  defamed  with  the  crimes 
of  fornication,  adultery,  and  incest,  with  no  less  than  twenty-two 
women  ;  and  upon  inquiry  being  made,  the  Bishop  of  Worcester 
deposed  him  from  the  administration  of  the  monastery,  and  brother 
William  de  Wykewan  (whom  the  bishop  knows  to  be  a  holy  and 
discreet  man)  was  by  the  election  of  the  sub-prior  and  convent  made 
prior,  and  was  sent  with  certain  brethren  and  laymen  to  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  abbot  of  Westminster^,  which  elect  and  all  those 
assisting  him,  the  abbot  commanded  to  be  kept  in  prison  and 
detained  in  fetters,  whereby  he  violated  the  rights,  jurisdictions,  and 
liberty  of  the  church  of  Worcester,  and  by  laying  violent  hands  on 
the  said  monks,  has  incurred  the  greater  excommunication.  The 
abbot  asserted  that  the  Bishop  of  Worcester  has  no  jurisdiction  in 
the  said  priory,  while  the  bishop  contended  that  he  and  his  pre- 
decessors had  exercised  every  jurisdiction  there.     The  Bishop  of

The  mode  of  taxing  the  thirtieth  of  all  movable  goods 
granted  by  the  commonalty  of  the  kingdom  to  the  king  for  the 
expenses  of  his  expedition  into  Wales,  in  collecting  which  the 
king  is  willing  to  except  those  things  which  were  excepted  in 
the  grant  of  the  fifteenth  formerly  granted  to  him.  First,  that 
inquiry  should  be  made  by  jurors  concerning  the  movable  goods 
of  every  one  within  the  limits  assigned  to  them  which  were  held 
on  the  octave  of  St.  Michael,  10  Edward  I.,  upon  a  lay  fee  or 
belonging  to  a  lay  fee.  That  inquisition  and  assessment  should 
be  made  in  the  following  form,  namely,  of  the  corn  as  well  in 
the   granges   and   granaries   as   on   the   lands  sown,  and  of  corn,

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wheat,  barley,  mcsHne,  oats,~  peas,  beans,  and  whatsoever  other 
kind  of  corn,  and  also  of  hay,  forage,  oxen,  bulls,  cows,  sheep, 
goats,  pigs,  and  other  animals,  and  of  bees,  honey,  wax, 
cowhorns,  mares,  colts,  draught  horses,  &c.  Of  merchants  {ne- 
gociatoribus)  in  the  Upland  towns  {in  villis  de  Uppcland),  as  well 
chaplains  {cap'llis)  as  others,  of  the  value  of  their  goods,  and  of 
goods  alienated,  amoved,  or  consumed,  from  the  said  octave  till 
now,  that  their  true  value  might  be  estimated.  Also  in  mercantile 
cities,  boroughs,  and  towns,  the  goods  of  merchants  or  others 
might  be  estimated  and  assessed,  and  their  vessels  and  utensils 
of  gold,  silver,  brass,  or  other  metal,  and  the  meat  or  fish  or 
other  thing  for  human  food  or  fit  to  be  made  into  money.  Of 
the  men  of  Uppelaunde  {De  hominibus  vero  de  Uppelaund),  if  they 
had  larders  {lardaria),  meat,  or  fish,  which  they  kept  for  sale, 
they  should  be  estimated  and  assessed,  but  not  otherwise.  Those 
only  were  to  be  excepted  who  lately  gave  aid  to  the  king.  The 
said  jurors  should  also  make  the  lord  of  the  house,  or  in  his 
absence  his  baililif,  take  an  oath,  if  it  should  be  necessary,  to 
state  the  goods  which  he  had  on  the  said  octave  with  their  value, 
as  well  those  alienated,  amoved,  or  consumed  as  others  (night 
and  day  garments  and  private  treasure  with  which  they  are  not 
accustomed  to  traffic  only  excepted).  The  assessors  shall  give 
the  names  of  those  unwilling  to  swear,  to  the  ministers  appointed 
by  the  king.  Of  those  who  should  acquire  lands  by  inheritance, 
escheat,  ward,  or  other  manner,  after  the  aforesaid  octave,  there 
shall  be  computed  the  sum  of  the  acres  sown,  or  other  the  mov- 
able goods  in  their  hands.  That  inquiry  be  made  who  were  the 
knights  who  did  no  service  for  the  king  in  Wales  in  the  present 
war,  and  of  their  goods.  That  it  be  inquired  also  if  anything  has 
been  alienated  by  fraud  by  reason  of  the  thirtieth.  If  any  one 
alleges  that  his  goods  ought  not  to  be  taxed  he  is  to  be  ordered 
to  bring  his  case  before  the  ministers  aforesaid.  That  no  one  be 
assessed  unless  his  goods  are  worth'^half  a  mark  at  the  least.  That 
the  jurors  shall  well  and  faithfully  execute  their  business,  other- 
wise severe  punishment  will  follow  their  perjury  and  falseness.

Acknowledgment  by  Walter,  prior  of  Great  Malvern,  that  he 
had  undertaken  the  cure  of  souls  and  the  administration  of  the 
spiritualities  of  Great  Malvern  at  the  hands  of  Robert,  bishop  of 
Worcester  in  1191  ^ 

In  1233,  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  a  controversy  arose  be- 
tween William  de  Bloys,  bishop  of  Worcester*,  and  the  prior  of 
Great  Malvern,  as  to  visitation  when  the  said  bishop  was  solemnly 
admitted  with  procession  to  great  Malvern,  and  received  procu- 
ration. On  the  morrow  he  entered  the  chapter  and  preached  the 
cause  of  his  visitation. 

In  1234,  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  the  same  bishop  received 
procuration  at  Great  Malvern  by  reason  of  visitation. 

In  1237,  Walter  de  Cantilup',  bishop  of  Worcester  ^,  visited  Great 
Malvern  and  corrected  those  things  requiring  correction. 

The  same  Bishop  Walter  again  visited  Great  Malvern  in  1238 
and  made  correction. 

In  1242,  Thomas,  the  prior  of  Great  Malvern,  being  dead,  the 
bishop  had  the  custody  of  the  priory  while  vacant,  and  made 
examination  upon  the  election  of  J.,  the  successor,  and  con- 
firmed him  before  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Winchecumb.  And  he 
was  installed  by  the  official  of  the  bishop,  having  made  canonical 
obedience  to  the  bishop. 

Richard  de  Boudon,  formerly  dean  of  Poywyk,  in  the  time  of 
Bishop  Walter  de  Cantilup',  during  the  vacancy  of  the  priory,  had 
the  custody  of  the  same,  and  he  had  there  as  keeper  Thomas  de 
Henleg'  for  six  weeks,  and  then  prior  Thomas  was  elected,  who  was

It  is,  however,  the  continuation  of 
the  policy  that  Giffard  went  to  Worcester  to  work  out  to  establish 
the  Bishop  as  the  one  great  power,  both  temporal  as  well  as 
ecclesiastical,  in  the  diocese. 

There  are  various  other  matters  in  this  part  which  shew  very 
clearly  that  Giffard  did  not  neglect  his  episcopal  duties  ;  the 
number  of  ordinations  he  held  is  very  remarkable,  and  not  less 
the  very  large  number  of  persons  ordained  at  some  of  them.  The 
Bishop's    attempt    to    enforce    ecclesiastical    discipline    among   the

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clergy,  especially  the  provision  of  the  Council  of  Lyons,  that  no 
one  who  was  not  in  Priest's  orders  should  hold  a  benefice, — his 
constant  attempts  as  visitor  to  keep  up  the  standard  of  religion 
in  the  religious  Houses,  all  testify  to  the  activity  displayed  by 
Giffard  in  his  office.  He  seems  to  have  been  ubiquitous,  en- 
quiring, visiting,  preaching,  enforcing  Episcopal  rights,  making 
himself  felt  as  the  real  power  in  the  Diocese.

I  further  received  on  3  October  your  letters  with  the  letters  of 
the  merchants  for  receiving  105//.,  and  because  in  the  same  letters 
you  command  me  to  write  to  you  what  money  I  shall  want  to 
pass  your  business,  and  what  petitions  I  believe  may  be  passed, 
having  procured  an  audience  for  myself  with  the  pope  at  a  fit 
hour,  1  laid  before  him  one  after  another  the  points  as  to  the 
mortality  among  the  flocks,  the  sterility  of  the  fields,  the  con- 
course of  armies,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  repair  of  manors,  praying 
that  he  would  mercifully  help  you  ;  and  at  length  having  read 
to  him  about  the  church  of  Clyve,  he  said  that  he  was  willing  to 
deliberate  about  those  things.  Afterwards  Bernard  de  Neapoli 
and  I  considered  that  such  deliberation  wanted  a  quickener.  We 
treated  with  Bernard,  the  pope's  secretary,  promising  him  200//". 
to  be  paid  to  the  chamber  of  the  pope  before  he  heard  us  ;  after- 
wards the  said  petition  was  happily  passed,  and  we  promised  him 
40  marks  for  his  labour,  without  whom  no  difficult  matters  can 
be  passed.  At  present  he  has  a  sure  and  certain  hope  that 
the   petition   concerning   Clyve  shall    be  safe   for  )-our   life,  which 
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God  preserve  in  prosperity,  but  there  was  no  hope  of  a  promise 
in  another  form.  The  petition  that  you  may  be  able  to  grant 
by  apostolic  authority  to  two  fit  persons  the  office  of  notary 
(tabellionattis),  and  that  you  by  the  entreaties  of  the  canons  of 
Westbury  may  be  present  in  the  choir  and  chapter  by  the  grace 
of  God,  will  be  passed  except  concerning  retaining  the  prebend 
in  the  same,  the  passing  whereof  he  vehemently  doubted.  These 
things  may,  I  believe,  be  passed,  at  least  if  money  is  not  wanting. 
And  although  the  pope  as  to  dispensations  for  plurality  of  bene- 
fices is,  it  is  said,  gracious,  it  is  unheard  of  that  he  ever  before, 
except  once,  granted  any  church  in  proprios  usns.  Bernard  de 
Neapoli  does  not  cease  to  labour  about  the  business,  &c.  Con- 
cerning the  petition  against  non-residents  which  you  have  sent 
me,  nothing  is  as  yet  done.  I  will  propose  it  at  a  fit  time.  We 
shall  have  to  give  the  lesser  officials  at  the  least  i6o//.,  therefore 
you  will  please  send  me  quickly  200//.  if  you  can  by  letters  of 
the  merchants,  so  that  at  the  latest  the  said  money  may  be 
with  me  within  three  weeks  after  the  feast  of  Christmas.  The 
persons  abovesaid  believe  for  certain  that  I  have  the  aforesaid 
money  in  my  hands  to  be  paid  them  immediately  the  said  busi- 
nesses shall  be  passed,  and  if  anything  is  known  to  the  contrary 
it  will  not  be  a  little  to  the  peril  of  your  affairs  and  to  me.  I 
will  let  you  know  how  the  money  has  been  spent,  and  if  your 
businesses  shall  not  be  effected  all  the  money  shall  be  repaid 
you  except  what  I  have  expended  in  presents  and  jewels.  Dated 
at  Rome  on  the  12th  day  of  the  first  month.

Firstly  as  to  the  church  of  Clyve  to  be  granted 
in  usus  proprios  to  us  only,  we  do  not  care  for  this,  as  we  desire 
rather  the  perpetual  honour  of  our  church  of  Worcester  than  our 
own  temporary  profit.  We  are  surprised  as  to  the  church  of 
Westbury,  for  we  wished  to  do  this  by  proper  authority  for  our 
pleasure.  The  third  matter,  as  to  making  two  notaries  from  our 
clerks,  we  thought  but  little  of.  We  do  not  care  to  expend  200//. 
of-  silver  besides  the  money  handed  to  you.  We  sent  you  certain 
other  petitions  to  be  prosecuted  at  the  Roman  Court,  but  of 
these  you  make  no  mention,  we   therefore   send  them  again.     If 
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you  arc  unable  to  pass  all  the  petitions  there  are  four  which  are 
the  weightiest  and  lie  nearest  our  heart,  to  wit,  that  touching  the 
church  of  Clyve  to  be  granted  to  us  and  our  successors  for 
all  time  in  itsiis  proprios  ;  secondly,  that  there  may  be  granted 
to  us  and  our  successors  for  ever  a  prebend  in  the  church  of 
Westbury  of  the  value  of  10  marks  or  pounds  ;  thirdly,  that  all 
churches  which  are  of  our  patronage  may  be  made  prebcndal  to 
the  church  of  Westbury  ;  and  fourthly,  that  we  may  receive  all 
the  first  fruits  of  all  vacant  churches  in  our  diocese.  We  desire 
you,  with  the  greatest  diligence,  to  promote  these  at  moderate 
cost,  but  we  are  unwilling  in  any  case  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
money  given  you  at  your  departure  and  that  afterwards  delivered 
to  you  by  the  hands  of  the  merchants,  for  we  do  not  intend  to 
burden  our  church  with  debts.  If  you  do  not  succeed  you  are 
at  once  to  come  back  to  England  and  return  the  money,  after 
deducting  your  expenses.  We  wonder  you  have  not  inquired 
regarding  Adam  de  Fyleby  as  to  the  money  he  expended  on 
our  business  at  the  Roman  Court.  And  as  he  unjustly  detains 
our  instruments  and  bonds,  we  require  you  to  obtain  them  from 
him  by  the  same  Court.  As  to  your  promotion  which  we  promised, 
we  have  conferred  the  church  of  Badmynton  upon  you,  which  is 
worth  40  marks  and  is  vacant,  the  collation  whereof  belongs  to 
us  by  lapse  of  time.

1 6th.  Whereas  Walter  Chamel  gave  40/i.  to  make  a  chancel 
to  the  church  of  Clive  [Bishops  Cleeve],  and  put  the  same  into 
the  hands  of  the  vicar,  the  bishop  by  various  vexations  presumed 
to  extort  the  money  from  the  vicar,  and  has  as  yet  spent  nothing 
on  the  fabric  of  the  said  chancel.  The  bishop  states  in  reply  that 
the  executors  of  Walter  Scamel  ^  handed  to  him  40/2.  for  rebuild- 
ing the  chancel  and  building  and  repairing  the  houses  belonging 
to  the  rectory,  and  he  is  prepared  to  apply  the  money  to  the 
uses  assigned. 

17th.  That  the  bishop  received  yearly  from  the  vicar  of  Don- 
namenee  [Down  Ampney]  4  marks  in  the  name  of  procuration,  to 
the  grave  prejudice  of  the  same  vicar.

and  the  vicarage  of  Stanedisch  without  sufficient  dispensation.  The 
bishop  answers  that  Thomas  de  Stok'  held  a  portion  in  the  church 
of  Standische  not  as  vicar  but  as  rector  m  commendani  before  the 
Council  of  Lyons.  That  all  the  time  he  held  the  church  of  Camme 
it  was  litigious,  and  so  in  the  gift  of  the  church  of  Kemeseye  it 
did  not  seem  to  him  that  the  said  Thomas  was  a  pluralist. 

That  the  bishop  conferred  on 
Walter  de  Beiton  (who  held  the  parish  church  of  Mellis  and  the 
vicarage  of  Kinemerford)  the  church  of  Bredon,  without  sufficient 
dispensation.  The  bishop  replies  that  the  said  Walter  held  a 
portion  in  the  church  of  Kynemerford,  not  as  a  vicarage  but 
a  rector  in  commendam  before  the  Council  of  Lyons,  but  he  held 
the  church  of  Mellis,  in  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells,  as  seques- 
trator of  the  bishop,  which  appointment  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
Wells  afterwards  revoked.

That  the  clerks  of  the  bishop  appointed  to  the  office 
of  visitation,  although  they  received  procuration,  took  from  some 
churches  2s.  and  from  some  half  a  mark.  The  bishop  states  that 
his  clerks  received  only  the  accustomed  procurations. 

That  the  bishop  extorted  from  the  rector  of  the  church 
of  Great  Compton  20//.  for  firstfruits,  while  it  is  only  taxed  at  12//. 
The.  bishop  answers  that  the  church  of  Great  Compton  is  worth 
50  marks,  whereof  his  ministers  received  for  the  firstfruits  sold 
to  the  rector  20//.  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  apostolic  privilege.

The  bishop 
answers  that  he  did  not  appropriate  the  said  church,  but  that  the 
said  abbot  and  convent  of  old  time  appropriated  it. 

34th.  That  the  bishop  unjustly  exacts  two  parts  coming  from 
the  visitation  of  the  same  archdeacon,  contumacies  and  other 
procurations  excepted.  The  bishop  replies  that  he  and  his  pre- 
decessors from  all  time  have  received  the  said  two  parts. 

35th.  As  to  the  correction  of  crimes  and  defaults  of  religious 
persons  in  the  archdeaconry  of  Gloucester  and  the  repair  of 
chancels.  The  bishop  states  that  of  old  time  the  correction  of 
religious  persons  in  his  diocese  pertains  to  the  bishop  and  his 
official  and  not  to  an  inferior  prelate,  but  as  to  the  defects  of 
chancels,  that  he  only  intermeddled  in  the  time  of  visitation.
